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Pakistan tough 
over Kashmir 



India thwarts UDI move: situation grim 
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Criminal 


ISLAMABAD, Jan 30, (Agencies): Pakistan does not want war 
with India over a Muslim rebellion In Kashmir but refuses to 
compromise over the region. Foreign Minister Sahabzada Yaqnb 
Khan said today. 

In a television address he reiterated Pakistan’s denial of 
Indian claims that it is responsible for fomenting a rebellion in 
Indian-controlled Kashmir, 
miris to chose their own future. 

“Pakistan win not be cowed by any 
pressure or threat and w£Q continue 
supporting the Kashmir' people's 
right of self-determination.” he said. 

More than 60 people have died in 
India's Jammu and Kashmir state in 
the past week, plunging relations bet- 
ween the two countries to their lowest 
point since Premier Benazir Bhutto 
took power in late 1988. 

Politicians, diplomats and the 
media have begun talking about 
another war as the level of rhetoric 
has risen on both sides of the divided 
mountain region neighbouring 
China. 

Yaqub Khan underlined Pakis- 
tan's refusal to compromise and 
accused India of trying to stifle dis- 
sent in the two-thirds' of Kashmir it 
rules. 

Throughout his 12-minute address 
Yaqub Khan called the militants 
fighting in Indian Kashmir 
“freedom-fighters'' — a description 
that is certain to infuriate India. 

“Through civil disobedience, 
strikes and laying down their lives, 
the freedom fighters have proved ... 
that while the wave of freedom is 
sweeping the whole world, the Kash- 
miri people cannot be deprived of 
their basic rights and of setf-deter- 
miqation by force." 

He accused the newly-elected 
Indian government of Vishwanath 
Pratap Singh of trying to hide thereal 
causes of the revolt m the Kashmir 
valley by making baseless charges

“This stand of India and allega- 
tions against Pakistan, are totally 
contrary to the facts,” he said. 

India faces a major battle against 
Muslim militancy in Kashmir and 
only j ust managed to thwart plans for 
a unilateral declaration of the state's 
independence last week, a leading 
Indian official said today. 

The official, a senior figure in Del- 
hi’s new Kashmir administration, 
briefed reporters days after India 
launched a diplomatic drive to fend 
off protest from Islamic countries 
over its ciampdown on what 
appeared to be a popular revolt. 

“The gravity of the situation 
hasn’t dawned on the country — 
whether to say we can save Kashmir 
or not,” said the official. 

He said Indian intelligence agen- 
cies believed the militants planned to 
cap a week of protest in the summer 
capital, Srinagar, by dedaring UDI 
from the dty’s main mosque last 
Friday, when India celebrated 40 
years as a republic. 

“The situation is very grim. Wc 
managed to control it on Jan 26. 

Peace has returned but ... the pres- 
sure is on,” the official said. 

In Srinagar today, Muslim 
militants, taking advantage ofa nine- 
hour curfew break, killed a shop- 
keeper believed to be a police infor- 
mer, and thousands of protesters 
poured inLo streets calling for 
independence, witnesses said. 

In an escalating war of words bet- 
ween India and Pakistan over Kash- 
mir, the chief of the Indian Army 
warned Islamabad against contem- 
pbumg military intervention over the 
uprising in the region against Indian 
rate. 

The Press Trust of India news 
agency quoted Gen. V.N. Shanna, 
the Indian Army chief of staff, as 
reiterating that India will, at 
whatever cost, protect its borders 
from a Pakistani attack.

“ Pakistan is a peace-loving country and does not want conflict or 
confrontation with any other,” he said.

Troops fight 
almost daily 

Not so quiet ceasefire 

RAWALPINDI, Pakistan, Jan 30, (Reuter): India and Pakistan have 
officially been at peace for nearly 1 8 years, but troops confronting each 
other across a volatile ceasefire line in Kashmir clash almost daily. 

Fighting erupts in as many as six places a day along the 1 .400 km (870 
miles) control line, but United Nations observers say there has been no 
upsurge since a Muslim revolt engulfed Indian-controlled Kashmir this 
month. 

Nor have the men serving with the UN Military Observer Group in 
India and Pakistan (Unmogip) seen signs of Indian troop concentra- 
tions along the line, said the force's commander, Brigadier-General 
Jerry Enright- 

More than 60 people have died in the last week as Muslims in Indian- 
held Kashmir have taken to the streets to battle security forces in 
protest against Indian rule. 

India and Pakistan have twice gone to war over mountainous 
Kashmir and politicians in Pakistani-controlled Azad (free; Kashmir 
accuse India of reinforcing its side of the ceasefire line. 

*‘We have no evidence of troop movements, “Enright said in an 
interview. “Rumours circulate from time to time but we cannot give 
them any credence.” 

But there is plenty of evidence that the number of exchanges across 
the divide have increased dramatically in the past three years. In some 
places the opposing armies are only 200 metres (yards) apart. 

The UN counted 120 Indian violations in 1987, 240 in 1988 and 600 
last year. 

New Delhi has refused to allow the UN to investigate Pakistani 
violations but Enright said the trend was the same. 

“1 am not talking about a few bursts of machine-gune fire. 
Thousands of rounds can be fired at a time, ” he said. “It is just a waste of 
ammunition.” 

Enright, a 60-year-old Irish veteran of UN forces in the Congo, 
Cyprus and Lebanon, said 1 4 people died on the Pakistan side last year 
and 40 were injured. Many were farmers working in their fields. ‘ 
Unmogip's writ does not extend to the Siacben glacier where Indian 
and Pakistani troops confront each other at heights of up 6,100 metres 
(20,000 feet) near the border with China. 

The two sides frequently trade artillery fire across the glacier, the 
world's highest battlefield, but both armies admit that the harsh cold 
causes more casualties than the fighting. 

India accuses Pakistan of arming and training the Muslim gunmen 
that have brought normal life in India's Jammu and Kashmir state to a 
standstill and badly damaged its vital tourist industry. 

Pakistan denies the charges but militant groups on both sides of the 
divide acknowledge that gunmen slip back and forth beween A 2 ad 
Kashmir and Indian territory.

ANKARA. Jan 30, (Reuterl: Turkey coday condemned attacks against ethnic 
Turks in the Greek town of Komotini but said Athens had pledged to doits best 
to stop such incidents. 

*‘We vehemently condemn the tolerant attitude of the Greek authorities to the 
attacks on our kinsmen," a Foreign Minis cry statement said. 

It said the Greek government was responsible for yesterday’s clashes in which 
19 people were injured. 

“The. incident in Komotini shows how minorities are being terrorised. 
Human rights in western thraoe are heavily violated.” the statement added. 

A ministry spokesman said Greek Foreign Minister Antonis Samaras expres- 
sed understanding for Ankara's position, in a telephone conversation with his 
Turkish counterpart Mesut Yilmaz last night. 

“The Greek minister said be understood our position and that his government 
was doing its best to take necessary measures ... everything seems to be Under 
control,” the spokesman said. 

The dash occurred after IJ00 Muslim ethnic Turks gathered near a mosque 
chanting “We are Turks.”

BEIRUT, Jan 30, (Reuter): 
Lebanon's General Michel Aoun 
today effectively ordered the dis- 
arming of the powerful Lebanese 
Forces Militia (LF) with which 
he shares control of the Christian 
enclave. 

“From now on, anyone who is 
angry, let him protest in the new- 
spapers, let him demonstrate, 
but it is forbidden to protest 
through the rifle,” Aoun told a 
rally by scores of supporters. 

“There are no military identity 
cards except the identity cards of 
the Lebanese army ... there are no 
armed elements outside the 
framework of the army. 
Everyone who wants to carry a 
rifle is welcome to carry it inside 
the army with us,'” Aoun 
declared. 

“We will not leave any rifle 
outside this . . . anyone who thinks 
he can take anything with the 
rifle will take only his life,” said 
Aoun, who commands some 
15,000 mainly Christian troops. 

Aoun was speaking hours 
after gunmen attacked his troops 
in the East Beirut neighbour- 
hood of Fum AI Chebak after 
signs of increasing tension bet- 
ween the army and the 10,000- 
strong LF.

Azeri flying squads blamed for killings 


MOSCOW, Jan 30, (Agencies): Special Azerbaijani 
nationalist Hying squads did much of the killing of 
Armenians in recent pogroms in Baku but ordinary 
people gave shelter to possible victims and preven- 
ted more murders, a senior Soviet official said today. 

The official ruled out the possibility of opening 
talks direct with the main Azerbaijani nationalist 
movement, the Popular Front. 

Mikhailov, who just returned 
from visit to Baku where at least 
62 people — most Armenians — 
dial in an orgy of ethnic violence, 
said he could not say 
categorically that the Popular 
Front, ordered the killings. 

“But the pogroms could not 
take place without gunmen,'” he 
said. 

He added that stockpiles of 
weapons were found at Popular 
Front offices searched by Soviet 
troops who stormed into Baku 
Jan 20. Mikhailov said searches 
also turned up numbers of bank 
savings books apparently siolen 
from Armenians. 


At a special news conference in Moscow, Vya- 
cheslav Mikhailov, deputy head of the Communist 
Party cratxal committee ethnic relations depart- 
ment, said Azerbaijani “terrorists” organised them- 
selves into what he called “flying squads” of 1 0 or 1 5 
men in an “explosion” of premeditated IdUingin the 
Azerbaijani capital on Jan 14-15. 

“This action was well thoughtout” he said.

WASHINGTON, Jan 30, 
(Agencies): Tbe Bush adminis- 
tration has harshly reminded 
Israel of its opposition to settling 
Soviet Jews in the occupied Arab 
territories. 

State Department spokesman 
Richard Boucher, speaking ai 
the daily press briefing, read a 
statement that said : 

“We are aware of Palestinian 
concerns over possible set- 
tlement of Jewish immigrants in 
the occupied territories. We have 
seen reports that some emigrants 
have chosen to live there and we 
have made our position clear on 
this. Such settlements building is 
an obstacle to the course of 
peace.” 

Boucher added: “We have not 
and will not provide US govern- 
ment ... funds for the settlements 
of emigrants in the occupied 
territories.” 

Palestinian President Yasser 
Arafat called on the Arab states 
in a statement published in 
Riyadh today to confront an 
American-supported Israeli plan 
to establish the so called “great 
Israel”. 

In a statement published by 
the Saudr newspaper “AI 
Yawm” the Palestinian leader 
said the Jewish exodus to Israel is 
implemented “according lo a 
malicious Zionist scheme.” 

The secretary general of the 
Arab League told the Soviet 
ambassador to Tunisia today of 
Arab fears that Soviet Jews 
flooding to Israel might settle in 
the occupied territories. League 
.'- officials said in Tunis. 

Chedli KJibi had a similar 
meeting with US ambassador 
Robert PeHetrcau yesterday. The 
League says Washington has 
compounded the problem of 
Jewish emigration by restricting 
the numbers who can enter the 
United States. 

Israel denied today it had any 
policy of directing Soviet Jewish 
immigrants to the occupied 
territories but made clear they 
could settle there if they wished. 

A Foreign Ministry statement 
was issued in response to grow- 
ing international concern that a 
massive exodus of Soviet Jews 
will derail Middle East peace 
efforts. 

“The Israeli government has 
no policy determining where 
people should live and every 
immigrant is free to choose the 
place ofhis residence,” it said. 

Israel today expressed 
“regret” over the Soviet Union's 
warning that Moscow would put 
the brakes on emigration of 
Soviet Jews if those were to be 
settled in Israeli- occupied Arab 
territories. 

Radio Israel this morning 
quoted director of Prime Mini- 
ster Yitzhak Sh amir 's office as 
c l ai mi ng Shamir never intended 
to settle Soviet Jews in the 
occupied areas.

Tribes rejecting 
plan for autonomy 


Referendum in Philippines 


BAGUIO, Philippines, Jan 30, (Agencies): Moun- 
tain tribes voted today in an autonomy referendum 
to decide the future of a mineral-rich region in the 
northern Philippines and early returns showed them 
rejecting the plan. 

Initial results showed three out of five provinces 
and the regional centre of Baguio appeared to spurn 
the government offer of self-rule for the rugged 
Cordillera gold mining region, polling officials said. 

“No” votes also took the lead in the two other 
provinces where the count was closer, early returns 
showed. 

The fiercely independent tribes of the Cordillera 
had long pressed for greater control over their 
ancestral lands, which 


ve been gradually taken 


over by gold and copper mining companies, power 
generating firms and loggers. 

A ragged coalition of traditional politicians, civic 
groups, mining interests and a faction led by Con- 
rado Balweg, a former Roman Catholic priest, and 
communist rebel commander, campaigned against 
approval of the plan. 

"This is not the kind of law which fits our expres- 
sion for genuine autonomy,” Balweg said before the 
vote. 

Haydee Yorac, bead of the national commission 
on elections, said polling was largely peaceful except 
for two minor cases when ballot boxes were snat- 
ched.

Tlx: official, who requested 
anonymity, said the T-33 Lh un- 
derbird crashed several minutes 
after takeoff at the Basa air base 
in Pampanga province, 40 miles 
(64 kilometres) northwest -of 
Manila. 

■ A Philippine student and his 
friend who admitted calling in a 
fake bomb threat in order to 
catch a flight leaving Geneva for 
London were being held in cus- 
tody yesterday, police said. 

Both suspects told 
interrogators they phoned the 
airport that a bomb was aboard 
flight British Airways Flight 723, 
which* was about to leave for 
London’s Heathrow airport, in 
the hope that the threats would 
delay the departure long enough 
for them to catch it. 
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She said the greater cost, however, would be the “placing of elections 
and political fray at the forefront once more of the national agenda, to 
the detriment of the need to focus at this time on development, the 
economy and social reforms." 

Senator Ernesto Maceda, chairman of the Senate Defence Commit- 
tee, last week proposed bringing forward presidential and congres- 
sional elections so that they did not clash with local polls also planned 
for May 1992. 

But many political analysts had seen -the suggestion as a piece of 
political kite-flying, either to allow Aquino to step down early or 
provide her a way of getting a new mandate and help undercut those 
behind the string of coup attempts. 

Politicians ana commentators, quick to see a US hand in Philippine 
affairs, also believed Washington was pressing her to “put her house in 
order" through an early poll, although Aquino has denied that recent 
envoys from Washington have asked her to hold a snap election. 

Aquino’s position has been strengthened somewhat by the capture 
yesterday of former Brigadier-General Edgardo Abenina, one of the 
masterminds of the December 1-7 coup. 

“This is a big blow to them considering that (he) has been playing a 
significant role in the planning and co-ordination and the recruitment 
of (rebel) forces," armed forces chief General Renato de Villa said. 

Abenina, who once commanded the strategic central Philippine 
military region, is the most senior of six rebel officers to have been 
arrested since the mutiny.

Aquino douses 
rumour of polls 

MANILA, Jan 30, (Reuter): President Corazon Aquino has doused 
speculation about an early election in the Philippines as a way out of the 
country's political crisis, saying it would divert attention from econ- 
omic recovery efforts. 

She also launched a counter-attack against critics who accuse her of 
weak leadership, stressing her determination to set the country back on 
course after the December army coup attempt which almost toppled 
her. 

“To my detractors who dare to defy the rule of law merely to satisfy 
their lust for power, I say I remain firmly in control of this government 
and intend to do so in accordance with our constitution," Aquino said 
in a speech today to Japanese, American and Filipino businessmen. 

“I give you this assurance that I shall continue to exercise leadership, 
particularly in the effective delivery of services to those who need them 
most,” she declared. 

In a statement yesterday she dampened speculation that she may 
endorse an early presidential election, indicating she preferred to stay 
on for her full term until June 1992. But she left thedoor open to an early 
poll by saying it was up to the Filipino people and congress to decide. 

Four senators proposed bringing forward the date for presidential 
elections to November 1991, while opposition figures have called for an 
immediate poll following the sixth coup attempt in almost four years of 
Aquino's rule.

The FDA -said its action 
prevents further use of the 
additive in cosmetics such as lip- 
sticks, in externally applied 
drugs and, as a pigment form 
called ‘lakes', in food, drugs and 
cosmetics — ‘about one fifth of 
its uses." 

Consumer groups hailed the 
action, but complained the dye 
continues to be used in fruit 
juices and other products. 

“Since 1982 alone, well over 
100 million Americans a year, 
including tens of millions of chil- 
dren, have eaten or exposed 
themselves to this cancer-caus- 
ing dye while the FDA allowed

ANCHORAGE, Jan 30, (AP): 
Former Exxon Valdez skipper 
Joseph Hazelwood's attorneys 
lost another bid to have charges 
against him dismissed on the 
opening day of his trial in the 
nation’s worst oil spill. 

"I fed that this show should 
not go on, at least no here," 
Hazelwood attorney Dick Mad- 
son said in arguing that the New 
York seaman should have been 
charged under federal rather 
than state law. 

Hazelwood, 43, was the cap- 
tain of the Exxon Valdez when 
the tanker ran aground March 
24, spilling nearly 11 million 
gallons (over 41 milli on litres) of 
north slope crude oil into Prince 
William Sound. 

He faces a felony charge of 
criminal mischief and mis- 
demeanour charges of operating 
a vessel while intoxicated, reck- 
less endangcnnent and negligent 
discharge of ofl. If convicted on 
all counts, he faces up to seven 
yean and three months in prison 
and S61 ,000 in fines. 

Superior court judge Karl 
Johnstone denied Madson’s 
motion for dismissal of the char- 
ges, saying it lacked substance. 
Earlier defence efforts to get the 
indictment against Hazelwood 
dismissed also faded. 

Madson said federal law 
prevails to guarantee consistent 
rules from port to port regardless 
of which state a vessel is in. 

“Federal laws and regulations 
have covered this field for 200 
years and there's a good reason 
for it," he said. 

Hazelwood sat in the court- 
room as Johnstone dealt with 
preliminary matters for 90 min- 
utes before instructing attorneys 
to spend the rest of the day 
examining standard, three-page 
questionnaires completed by 
prospective j urors. 

Johnsone said he expects jury 
selection to take less than the two 
weeks attorneys in the case 
predicted.

Depression strikes 10 million Americans wi thin any six-month 
period. Human therapists can now treat only a fraction of the number, 
out using computers might let them reach more, said Greist, a psy- 
chiatry professor at the University of Wisconsin Medical School in 
Madison. 

Computerised treatment could be provided day and night at a cost of 
perhaps only 50 cents an hour, he said. And unlike a human therapist, a 
computer "doesn't have bad days,” he said. 

Humans would still be needed to screen patients for the therapy and 
to step in if the computer fails to treat tbe patient adequately, he said in a 
recent interview. And the therapeutic approach used in the study works 
best for people with only mild to moderate depression, he said. 

The study compared the progress of 12 depressed people who 
received therapy from a computer, 1 2 who consulted a therapist, and 12 
who received no treatment during the experiment. 

The two treated groups followed a six-week course of weekly 
cognitive-behavioural therapy. This approach aims to correct harmful 
pat Leras in how people interpret their experiences, such as in people 
who habitually perceive slights and conclude that they must be unliked 
and worthless. 

The therapist's job in this approach is fairly routine and can become 
repetitious, Greist said. That makes the regimen "a poor use of human 
beings" but a good candidate for being done by computer, he said. 

Using a programme designed by co-author Paulette Seimi, a com- 
puter asked such questions as how long a person had felt depressed and 


NEWARK, New Jersey, Jan 30. (AP): A 
prototype computer that processes data with 
light instead of electricity could be as 
revolutionary as the transistor that ushered in 
the computer age. researchers say. 

The crude computer processor unveiled 
yesterday could lead to the development of 
light-based supercomputers wi thin a decade 
operating a hundred tunes faster than current 
machines, said Alan Huang, head of Bell 
Laboratories’ optical computer research 
department 

“This stage says it can be done,” said Bob 
Trier, technical programme director for 
Research Consortium Inc. of Minneapolis, 
which studies high-performance computing. 
“Tbe next stage is to tod out whatcan be done 
with this technology.” 

For years researchers have been lookng at 
photons, the fundamental particles o flight, as 
replacements for electrons in electronic 
equipment. Such a shift promises computers 
vastly more agile and powerful than today’s 


machines. 

The prototype data processor introduced 
by Bell Labs is the first to transmit informa- 
tion with light rather than electricity, the 
movement of electrons. The technique allows 
a much greater flow of data. 

Unlike current computer chips, informa- 
tion can pass not just from a chip's edges but 
also from its surface. 

The prototype is relatively primitive and 
can run little more than a dishwasher. 

But by the end of the decade, supercom- 
puters could be using more light, or 
“photonic," components than electronic, and 
may run at least 100 times faster than today’s 
generation, Huang said. 

“Your only limi t when it comes to those 
things is the speed of tight,” said Jim Ham- 
mons, an analyst at the Sierra group com- 
puter consulting firm in Tempe, Arizona. 

The prototype, contained in a 2-foot- 
squaxe (60-cen timetres-sq uare) box, differs 


from a true computer in that the programme 
that runs the optical processor is built into its 
hardware, rather than being contained in sof- 
tware, raid Bell Labs spokeswoman Maij 
McKean. It also his limited memory, she said. 

She said the processor originally look up 
three large lab benches. Eventually, scientists 
believe it can be reduced to the size of micro- 
chips, or no larger than a fingernail.

Quayie gets a sour note 


KINGSTON, Jan 30, (Reuter): US Vice-President Dan Quayie, who heard 
Jamaica's prime minis ter brand tbe US invasion of Panama illegal, said 
yesterday that Panama's leaders may need to consider holding elections to gain 
recognition from other countries. 

Quayle’s three-day diplomatic mission on Panama's future ended on a sour 
note when Jamaican Prime Minister Michael Manley said he opposed tbe US 
invasion and therefore could not accept the new government in Panama. 

"We exchanged views on Panama and we are friends but friends do not always 
agree," Manley told reporters after a meeting with Quayie. 

Manley condemned former Panamanian strongman Manuel Antonio 
Noriega as a “menace" to tbe region, but said his ouster violated international 
law. 

“We made it clear that we do not agree with tbe invasion," Manley said of 
talks be described as “frank and useful” — diplomatic jargon for bhrnL 

Quayie, speaking with reporters while en route to Washington, said some type 
of election “is one of the things that President (Guillermo) Endara and others 
will have to discuss internally. ’ 

Tbe United States has said there was no need for new elections to confirm the 
right of the Endara government to bold power. Noriega refused to accept the 
results of an election 1st May — which Washington believes Endara won — and 
remained in power until the US invasion in December. 

Quayie flew to Jamaica after a final round of talks in Panama City with 
Endara on how to rally world support for P a na m a. 

A1 though several Central American countries have recognised the Endara 
government, few in Latin America have granted their diplomatic approval. 

Endara said yesterday that banking regulations would be amended in 
Panama to prevent drug dealers from laundering money through tbe nation's 
banks. 

“Panama’s bankers want reasonable changes which don't unduly change the 
banking environment," Endara said through an interpreter. “They know 
Panama cannot continue to be the centre for — drug dollars. We have to 
participate in the fight against drag trafficking.” 

Quayie, appearing with Endara at a news conference, praised the govern- 
ment's plans for reform. 

“I'm impressed with Eodara's wfimgness to move in a different direction in 
dealing with important issues like tbe laundering of drug money Quayie said as 
be ended an overnight visit. 

Endara said banking la w modifications “are being studied, ''but did not detail 
what changes are being contempjaied. He did say that many of the changes 
required “are not that profound.

Police arrived at the dyuamite- 
ladea bus minutes after journal- 
ists, and confirmed it had been 
stolen last week by unknown gun- 
men. 

The promise to release Roberto 
Garda Pena, the official kidnap- 
ped last week in Bogota, was con- 
tained in the Medellhi cartel com- 
unadqne. The cartel also said Gar- 
da Pena, the Foreigp Ministry's 
visa section chief who one served 
as a C ol omb ia erased in Miami, 
would be earring a message from 
the drug traffickers. 

Garcia Pena has vanished dur- 
ing Ids customary stroll to work 
along Carrera Septan, one of the 
capital's main thoroughfares.

FDA approves new Aids drag: The us 

Food ana Drug Administration on Monday in 
Washington approved the drug Fluconazple as an 
alternative treatment for two serious Aids-related 
infections. 

The FDA said the new drug was approved for 
patients suffering: 

— Cryptococcal meningitis, an inflammation of 
the brain and nervous system that often affects peo- 
ple with Acquired Immune Deficiency Syndrome. 

—Candidiasis, a fungal infection that leads to 
sores in the mouth and throat estimated to afflict 80 
to 90 per cent of people in advanced stages of infec- 
tion with the Aids virus. 

“Fluconazole offers an effective alternative treat- 
ment for people with Aids, cancer and other diseases 
whore weakened immune systems make them suscep- 
tible to cryptococcal meningitis or candidiasis," US 
health and human services secretary Louis Sullivan 
said. (UPI)

Ngema wins accolades 


JOHANNESBURG. Jan 30. 
(Reuter): Music, dance and 
poli tics p rovide the pulse oflife in 
the South African townships 
where Mbongeni Ngema grew 
up. 

Ngema, 34, has brought those 
same elements to stages around 
the world and earned himself a 
host of awards. 

The latest accolade is a nomin- 
ation for a Grammy — the US 
music industry's highest award 
— for the soundtrack of his 
musical "Sarafina", now playing 
to capacity audiences in the 
United States and Europe. 

'"Sarafina” follows a high 
school girl who gives the musical 
its title and her class during the 
1976 education riots in South 
Africa's biggest township, 
Soweto. About 600 students died 
in dashes with police during that 
year. 

The musical, set to 
“Mbqanga” music, the brash jive 
of the townships, has already 
won five nominations for Tony 
Awards, Broadway's equivalent 
of the Oscars. 

But despite his international 
profile, Ngema’ s feet remain fir- 
mly planted in the environment 
which inspired his stage succes- 
ses. 

“I was very honoured,” be told 
Reuters following the announ- 
cement of the Grammy nomina- 
tion. 

"'Even though I travel so much 
around the world, in the end I 
always come back here and live 
my own humble life in the town- 
ship, where things like the Gram- 
mys and the Tonys are not in our 
vocabulary," he said. 

Ngema traces his fortunes to a 
childhood where music was an 
important part of family life. 

"We had a band at home and 
my father was a guitarist He had 
no formal training, but he was a 
country boy who grew up in the 
rural areas of Zuiuland where 
most people can play guitar.” 

Ngema followed in his father's 
footsteps, but trying to make a 
living from the guitar was by no 
means easy. 

Being a musician in the town- 
ships means that you play your 
instrument and you migh t not 
have a place to sleep, food to eat. 
That's what my life was like,” he 
said. 

The progression from 
musician to actor came by 
accident Ngema. then 19, was in 
the backing band fora township 
musical when an actor dropped 
out of a performance.

Savimbi seeks big 2 help 


LISBON, Jan 30, (AP): Angolan 
rebel leader Jonas Savimbi said 
yesterday that pressure from the 
superpowers and his country’s 
weariness with bloodshed would 
bring an end tocivil war this year. 

"The pressure for peace from 
inside ami outside Angola will be 
so great, I don't see how either 
side will be able to continue fight- 
ing in 1990,” he said. “We are 
going to launch an enormous 
effort to end the war this year." 

Savimbi was speaking in Lis- 
bon during a European tour that 
also will take him to Belgium, 
Switzerland, West Germany and 
possibly France to drum up sup- 
port for his Unita guerrilla 
movement. 

The rebels, supported by the 
United States, have been fighting 
for 16 years to force the Soviet- 
backed Angolan government to 
share power. Cuba sent troops in 
1975 to help the government 
fight Unita (die National Union 
for the Total Independence of 
Angola). 

Savimbi said Unita was 
involved in direct contacts with 
Cuba to provide guarantees that 
his rebels would not attack 
Cuban soldiers. Cuba last week 


suspended the withdrawal of its 
troops from Angola after four 
Cubans where killed in a Unita 
raid. 

Savimbi said lessening tension 
between the superpowers meant 
the Soviet Union would support 
a more active role for the United 
States in seeking a peace set- 
tlement for Angola, the rebel 
leader said. 

Savimbi's remarks came 
against a background of 
increased diplomatic efforts to 
break a deadlock in the Angolan 
peace process. US envoy Her- 
man Cohen was in London yes- 
terday reportedly to hold talks 
with Soviet officials on the war in 
Angola. 

A ceasefire agreement last 
June in Gbadolite, Zaire, collap- 
sed within days. 

Since December, Unita has 
been holding off what the rebels 
describe as the biggest govern- 
ment offensive ever mounted 
against their strongholds.

Romania 
ex-aides 
try to shift 
blame 

BUCHAREST, Jan 30, (Agen- 
dies): The trial of four leading 
aides of former dictator Nicolae 
Ceausescu was adjourned today 
to allow prosecution and defence 
lawyers to call more witnesses. 

The trial which opened on 
Saturday, will be resumed on 
Thursday, Colonel Adriian 
Nitiou, president of the military 
tribunal, ruled. 

Former interior minister 
Tudor Postelnicu, 58, former 
Communist Party secretary F-mfl 
Bobu, 62, Manea Manescu, 73, 
and Ion Dinca, 61, the former 
deputy president and vice 
premier, are all accused of com- 
plicity in genocide. They face life 
imprisonment if convicted. 

They have been accused of 
supporting orders from 
Ceausescu, who was toppled and 
executed last month, to shoot 
.protesters during anti-govern- 
ment demonstrations in Decem- 
ber. 

Colonel Corneliu Pir- 
calabescir, commander of the 
paramilitary patriotic guard, tes- 
tified today that Defence Mini- 
ster General Vasile Milea com- 
mitted suicide in his office after 
Ceausescu had called him a 
traitor and coward for refixsap*; 
to order his troops to fire Du 
demonstrators on Dec 21. ! 

Milea’ $ death resulted in the 
army joining anti -Ceausescu for- 
ces and backing the National 
Salvation Front which took over 
the country after the dictator's 
overthrow and arrest. 

Other witnesses said they had 
seen Postelnicu bea ling up prote- 
sters including women. Postel- 
nicu denied the allegation. 

Hours before Ceausescu was 
toppjbd from power, die Com- 
munist Party chief told an emer- 
gency- politburo meeting that 
Milea was a traitor and had com- 
mitted suicide. 

Recalling that final meeting, 
Bobu told the tribunal yesterday 
“my intimate opinion is that thee 
organisation of the assassination 
of Gen, Milea was made by the 
traitor Ceausescu." 

Bobu recalled that Ceausescu 
had threatened at an earlier poll t- 
buro .meeting to put Milea “in 
front of a firing squad” because * 
.he tried 40 oppose an order- -to t 
shoot demonstrators in the wes- 
tern city of TimiSdarairWhere the 1 
revolution began. 

On Saturday, Dinca testified 
that Milea to Id Ceausescu Dec 17 
that he bad reviewed military 
regulations and he “didn’t find 
anywhere that the armed forces 
should shoot the people.” 

Dinca, returning to the stand 
briefly yesterday, said he 
believed all four defendants had 
agreed at the time with Ceauses- 
cu's orders to shoot the demon- 
strators because they wanted to 
save their jobs. 

Postelnicu also testified he did 
not have control over the hated 
Securitate secret police, despite 
allegations. He said be only was 
given control of the border 
guards two weeks before the 
revolution after famed Roman- 
ian gymnast Nadia Comaneci 
managed to escape to the West. 

Postelnicu said the Securitate 
were commanded by Mrs 
Ceausescu “and partially by 
Ceausescu.” He did not 
elaborate. 

Regrets 

Bobu, 62, formerly the third 
man in Ceausescu’ s communist 
hierarchy, sobbed as he expres- 
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sed regret for his past on the 
second day of the proceedings, 
Romania’s first public trial of 
top Ceausescu henchmen. 

“My behaviour was contemp- 
tible,” Bobu said, frequently

ble,” Bobu said, frequently 


wiping tears from his eyes with a 
white handkerchief. “I will regret 


what I have done till the end of 
mytife." 

Now I'm facing a military 
tribunal myself and I’m sure I 
shall be condemned and justly 
so,” the silver-haired Bobu said, 
his voice breaking as be recalled 
his days as a military justice 
officer in the 1950s. 

Monday's tribunal session, 
held as thousands of demon- 
strators massed in support of the 
provisional government in 
Bucharest, produced other 
revelations about the final days 
of Ceausescu ’s 24 years in power 
and the assets of some of its top 
officials.

The bigger Social Democracy of the 
Republic of Poland (5DRP) has a more 
charismatic leader in Aleksander Kwasni- 
eytfjjri, a former youth and sports minister, 
but it includes communist officials and 
hardliners who are anathema to voters.

To Kwasniewski's relief, hardliners are 
threatening to walk out of the SDRP, but 
he has no illusions about the future.

us or for any other left-wing group that 
emerges. 

Polish Prime Minister Tadeusz Maz- 
owiecki warned today that chaos in refor- 
ming East bloc countries could strengthen 
the communist old guard and delay crea- 
tion of a new political order.

Albanian-Serb 
clashes feared 


PRISTINA, Yugoslavia, Jan 30, 
(Reuter): Mobs of Christian 
Serbs and and Muslim Alban- 
ians faced each other across a 
cordon of riot police today in the 
southern Yugoslav province of 
Kosovo, where 16 people have 
died in riots. 

Witnesses said police moved in 
to prevent clashes between ethnic 
Albanian and Serbian commun- 
ities in Mongolia, about 40 km 
(25 miles) south of the Kosovo 
capital, Pristina. 

The situation threatened to 
develop into the first inter-ethnic 
clash after a week of battles bet- 
ween police and Albanians who 
are demanding free elections and 
the resignation of Kosovo's Ser- 
bian-controlled leaders, the Wit- 
nesses said. 

The potentially explosive 
situation in Mogfla, and new 
demonstrations by thousands of 
Albanians throughout Kosovo, 
came one day after Yugoslavia's 
federal leaders appealed for an 
end to bloodshed in theprovisce. 

Kosovo, a part of 
Yugoslavia's biggest republic 
Serbia, has been tom for decades 
by tensions between its 1.7 
million mostly Muslim ethnic 


Albanians and 200,000 Serbs and 
Montenegrins. 

Over 40,000 Serbs and Mon- 
tenegrins have fled the province 
over the past 10 years, saying the 
Albanians were driving them out 
in a bid to create a whofly -Alban- 
ian Kosovo. 

Sixteen people have died in the 
past week, the worst violence in 
the province bordering on 
Albania, since last March when 
28 people died in ethnic Albanian 
protests against curbs on the 
province’s self-rule in favour of 
Serbia. 

Official sources in the province 
said that pressure was growing 
on Kosovo Co mmunis t Party 
chief Rahman Morina to resign 

They said the strongest 
opposition to Morina came from 
the regional government and 
that the Politburo was divided on 
whether he should step down. 

Kosovo Information Minister 
Jorgovanka Miliojevic told 
Reuters that reports from several 
villages in the area indicated that 
seven people had died in a week 
of dashes, as opposed to eyewit- 
nesses reports of 1 6 deaths. 

“But the figure is far from 
final,” she added. 


Timisoara ‘mass grave’ had bodies legally buried 


PARIS, Jan 30, (Reuter): The supposed mass grew 
uncovered in the Romanian city of Timisoara during last 
month's revolution was a manifestation of mass psychosis 
not mass murder, a Romanian expert was quoted today as.

The bodies in the grave, which were decomposed and 

bore no traces ofbullet wounds, bad been k^afiy buned~- 

nor shot and hidden by the Securitate secret police on Dec 
17 as the shocked population believed, professor Milan 
Dressier of the Turns district morgue said- 
Dressier told tbeParis daily LeFigaroinTiniisoara that 
the 20 or 50 bodies unearthed at the Paupers' Cemetery 
sere among 64 unclaimed bodies of vagrants, indigents 


and babies. 

They bad been buried in three common graves at the 
cemetery between Jan 1 and Dec 19 last year. Many of 
them bore autopsy scars. 

He said the aum her now taown to have been kiDed when 
troops and police fired on demonstrators was not 4,000 as 
reported but less than 100. 

Dressier said there was no doubt the Securitate had tried 
to hide evidence of the massacre, prompting a general 
public search for bodies. 

“At the Pauper’s Cemetery people were seen scrabbling 
at freshly-dug earth with their bare hands. That’s how they 
came across the common graves.

The party, trying to win some 
support so it can gain a foothold 
in a new elected government, for 
the first time today acknowled- 
ged German unity as a long-term 
goal, but said it must be part of 
the process of overcoming 
Europe’s overall divisions. 

Modrow flew to the Soviet

Bulgaria 
to form 
coalition to 
save itself 


SOFIA, Jan 30. (API: Commun- 
ist chief Pelar Miadenov said 
today that Bulgaria’s economy 
was falling apart and that ousted 
hard-line ruler Todor Zhivkov 
was selfish and stupid. 

Miadenov told the opening of 
a Communist Party congress 
that their party faced extinction 
unless it agreed to reform to 
promote democracy or stabilise 
an economy ”in tatters.” 

He also hinted he would step 
down and reiterated a plan for an 
interim government that 
included emerging pro- 
democracy groups. 

Miadenov said only such a 
coalition govern men i is "capa ble 
of leading the country out of the 
crisis.” 

But he gave no specifics on 
what share of power the com- 
munists would retain in such an 
administration. 

Opposition leaders and some 
reform communists doubted the 
sincerity of the leadership, which 
Lhrew out Zhivkov on Nov 10 
after 35 years of unconlested 
rule. 

“They want to change any- 
thing but theirchairs — the name 
of the party, even their ideals.” 
Lyubomir Pavlov, a senior mem- 
ber of the independent trade 
union Podkrepa. said before the 
congress. 

The leadership has promised 
multiparty democracy with the 
first free parliamentary elections 
in more than 40 years in May. 
although the opposition has 
wanted it delayed until Novem- 
ber to give it more time to organ- 
ise. 

Many of the 2,790 delegates 
cheered when Miadenov rejected 
the opposition calls, insisting 
they be held “not later than 
May.” 

Miadenov appeared to try to 
exploit divisions within the still 
weak opposition by reiterating 
calls for a new “government of 
natural concord” before the May 
elections. 

Some opposition leaders reject 
this idea outright, arguing that 
they do not want to be responsi- 
ble for the chaos caused by four 
decades of communist rule, while 
others have suggested they might 
participate is such an interim 
cabinet. 

Miadenov was at his most for- 
thright in criticising the rule of 
Zhivkov, who has been arrested 
on charges of misappropriation 
of state property, inciting ethnic 
hostility and grave abuse on 
power. 


SPD proposes Lafontaine to take on Kohl in Dec polls 


BONN, West Germany, Jan 30, (AP): West Ger- 
many’s Social Democratic leader yesterday 
proposed Oskar Lafontaine, the outspoken gover- 
nor of Saarland state, as the party's candidate to 
chaBenge Ch a nc ellor Helmut Kohl in December 
elections. 

Lafontaine is a politician “who can speak to the 
people and who can convince them,” Social 
Democratic Party (SPD) chairman HansJochen 
Vogel told reporters in announcing his choice. 

Vogel told reporers the opposition party's board 
will discuss Lafontaine'* ca nd i d acy early in Much. 

A final decision will be made at a national party 


congress hi early autumn, but Vogel's endorsement 
along with those from other influential SPD mem- 
bers is likely to assure Lafontaine ofthe candidacy. 

An independent-minded leftist, Lafontaine is the 
party’s deputy chairman. 

The Saarland governor told reporters he would 
take a three-week vacation to consider whether he 
would accept the party’s nomination. But in recent 
weeks, Lafontaine has clearly stated he was willing 
to try to unseat Kohl. 

Lafontaine' s already good prospects of becom- 
ing the Social Democrats' standard bearer received 
a major boost after he led the party to a resounding 


victory in Sunday's elections in hu home state. 

The 46- year-old Saarland governor handed 
Kohl's conservative Christian Democratic Union 
the latest in a string of local setbacks. The Free 
Democrats, Kohl's centrist partner in the govern- 
ing Bonn coalition, also lost seats. 

Nationally known and respected as a tough 
career politician, Lafontaine is expected to be a 
strong opponent as Kohl bids for a third four-year 
term as the West German leader.

Media welcomes assurances of dialogue 

Parliament revival excesses criticised 


KUWAIT, Jan 30, (Kuna): Kuwaiti news- 
papers today welcomed government 
assurances of continued dialogue on 
revival of parliamentary life in the country 
and agreed that the hoped-for dialogue 
would be torpedoed if approached with 
defiance and clamour. 

Fo ur dailies devoted their editorials to 
wnunent on yesterday's meeting between 
chief editors of the Kuwait press and His 
Highness the Crown Prince and Prime 
- M i n iste r Sheikh Saad A2 Abdullah who 
has reiterated the need for thoughtful 
dialogue between the rulers and the ruled. 

One Arabic daily said the dialogue could 
lead nowhere without good faith and keen 
desire to shield the country against the 
impact of violent political changes. 

Criticising “excesses" to which some 
quarters went in pressing for resurrection 
of parliamentary life, the paper said that 
Kuwait has a peculiar structure and must 


not necessarily emulate other models of 
democracy. 

Pointing out that Kuwait's parliamen- 
tary experiment has previously exposed 
the country to "shake-ups and crises", the 
paper said revival of the same experience 
would not be a goal in itself. 

"The important thing is that there 
should be agreement on some controls that 
prevent (the parliament) from slipping 
into bickering, fanning of feuds and 
resurrection oT tribal and religious div- 
isions," the paper concluded. 

Another Arabic daily in an editorial 
entitled “We all want this dialogue" said 
HH the Crown Prince's new call for 
dialogue indicated that the dispute, if any, 
between the leadership and the people is 
"marginal" and should not block the 
desired end. 

But it joined the first daily in referring to 
"rules and controls" for the proposed 


dialogue as to ensure that it would be a 
process of persuasion and exchange of 
thoughts. 

Another daily said the search for a for- 
mula of dialogue "calls for high serious- 
ness on the part of all in the process of 
exploration." 

Championing the political leadership's 
advocacy of prudent and extensive 
dialogue before resolution of parliamen- 
tary life, the paper said: 

“Discovering something on which the 
entire national hfc would depend on has to 
be debated in an atmosphere where 
argument and patriotism win." 

The 1 paper warned, however, that 
revival of parliament cannot be achieved 
by skipping the factors that led to the 
dissolution of the old oim. 

It suggested a wiser approach this time 
and stressed that "democracy can never be 
a threat in a country where problems are 


discussed and debated with understanding 
to solve them." 

A third Arabic daily said the dialogue 
the country is experienemg must not be 
reduced to a hollow discussion where loud 
shouts could prevail. 

Apparently referring to recent rallies, 
the paper said rn an editorial the “alien" 
atmosphere engulfing Kuwait is a. tes- 
timony that some have failed to learn the 
lesson from the past parliamentary life 
experiment in Kuwait. 

Continued defiance could lead "to more 
than a confrontation and this could be the 
most serious menance to Kuwait at this 
important and grave stage of its march,” 
the Daoer warned. 


Calling for a wiser approach, it added 
"Let's turn a new page through thegate of 
objective 1 and meaningful dialogue... 
towards the appropriate parliamentary 
formula.

French magazine highlights 
Kuwait’s progress in 30years 


PARIS, Jan 30, (Kuna): As the 
29th National Day approaches, 
an Arab-affairs monthly 
magazine today highlighted the 
rich history and vast progress 
achieved by Kuwait as well as 
preparations to enter the 21st 
century. 

"What else are the Kuwaitis 
dreaming of when their present 
surpasses fiction and in 30 years 
they achieved work of three hun- 
dred years,” the monthly 
" Arabies" said in an article writ- 
ten by Arab affairs expert Paul 
Balta. 

The magazine shed light on the 
history of Kuwait from the Dil- 
mon Civilization that dominated 
the Gulf region in the third cen- 
tury before Christ and through 


the visit of Alexander the Great 
in 326 AD. 

It added the history of Kuwait 
and its isle of Failaka following 
the Abbasid era, whichismarked 
by the arrival of the Portuguese 
who built forts on the island and 
on the land in the sixteenth cen- 
tury. 

Chronology 

The magazine article also ga ve 
chronology of the ruling Amirs 
of Kuwait, starting with Sheikh 
Sabah Bin Jaber who founded 
Kuwait in 1756. 

It explained the difficult living 
conditions in pre-oil Kuwait, 
noting that many men where lost 
to the waters of the gulf on their 
trade and pearl-diving voyages. 


Arabies highlighted the 
importance given by the country 
to the field of education, noting 
that the first official school 
opened in 1911. 

Scientific progress is another 
concern of the Kuwaiti leader- 
ship, said the magazine , noting 
the creation of the Kuwait Ins- 
titute for Scientific Research in 
1967 which was followed by 
founding the Science Club for 
youth. 

In its conclusion, the magazine 
highlighted the growing rela- 
tions between Kuwait and 
France which received a new 
boost during the visit of H.H. the 
Amir ofKuwaili Sheikh Jaber Al 
Ahmed Al Sabah to France last 
September.

From the courts 

Suspended sentence for doctor 

THE Court of Higher Appeal reduced the sentence passed by the Court 
of Misdemeanours against a doctor for causing the accidental death of 
a patient. 

Dr Alaa from Jahra Hospital was accused of administering an 
injection Lo a patient which was alleged to contain a detergent. 

The court was told that the patient was rushed to the hospital 
suffering from diarrhoea. To conduct a coloured X-ray test, the doctor 
administered what he thought was the appropriate injection. 
According to sources, the doctor had ordered for the injection to be 



contained detergent. The patient died the next day. 

However, considering the mitigating circumstances, the Court of 
Higher Appeals reduced the origmal sentence from two years to six 
months imprisonment — which was ordered to be a suspended sen- 
tence. 

N The criminal court has sentenced one M.S. to seven years rigorous 
imprisonment to be followed by deportation on the charge of attempt- 
ing to assault a child. The conn beard that the child went to a chanty 
society with his relative. The defendant met him there and asked the 
victim to visit the cassettes shop.

Oystermen bemoan drop in prices 


A NUMBER of oyster catchers 
have complained of the drop in 
the sales of oysters during the 
present time, even though diving 
for oysters in cold weather is dif- 
ficult due to increasing cramps. 


-they added. 
One 


of the oystermen, Abdul 
Aziz Bu Azzouz said that oysters 
are sold in sacks of different sizes. 
On an average a sack of oysters is 
sold for KD5 — though the price 
fluctuates according to 
availability of supplies. The 
wholesale turnover in the market 
amounts to about KD 1,000 per 


day. 

He said the HH the Amir has 
directed that a special place be 
allocated for an oyster market to 
preserve this national heritage. 

Another oysterman, Jamal Al 
Tarkit said that most oysters sold 
in the market are caught from 
Jilea area. He disclosed that 
some citizens still dive for oysters 
and pearls, not for the monetary 
returns, but to preserve the 
profession of their grandfathers. 

He said that these days, diving 
for oysters is undertaken during 
daylight and operations are con- 


ducted in deep waters. Prices of 
oysters differ as each oyster 
caught in a particular place dif- 
fers from another. 

He added that the most serious 
danger that face divers and oys- 
ter catchers is the shark. 
However, in the recent past, no 
attempts by sharks to savage 
divers has been reported. In the 
past, divers have Men known to 
be the victims of shark attacks 
and were known to carry a knife 
to their legs to be used in case of 
an attack. This practice still 
prevails, Tarkit:

EPC to discuss various environ studies

THE Kuwait Environmental Protection Council will discuss a number 
of topics dealing with the Kuwaiti long-term requirements in the field of 
environmental research. These include consideration of all research 
studies prepared by university studies and those of higher studies, MSc 
or PhD. 

These research studies on environmental biology should explore the 
effects on. Lhe country's ecological system and related aspects and 
determine the toxidty level. 

Studies on environmental engineering cover all grave problems and 
available remedy measures, which involve the evaluation of new 
environmental control techniques, their reliability and economic 
feasibility. 

The studies also covers ways to upgrade the performance of incin- 
eraiors, recycling of solid municipal wastes, which includes de-toxifica- 
tion and stabilisation of organic matter before safe burial in designated 
locations, evaluation of ways used to reduce indoor pollution levels, 
thermal disposal of waste and upgrading the performance of incinera- 
tion vaults to control the emission of pollutants. 

These also involve the study of chemical reaction and physical 
changes sustained by air and water pollutants, ways to determine, the 


level ot pollutants in the air, through chemical analysis and identifV the 
type of pollutants inside buildings through mathematical modelling. 

The studies cover the pollutants of fresh and briny water around 
coastal areas, soil and underground water and sflt, which also involve 
the transition of pollutants carried by surface and underground water 
to forecast the effects of surface factors on underground water

On the 
problems of producing official information in 
Kuwait, Dr Yacoub said that unavailability of 
unified technical equipment, shortage in skilled 
technicians, the presence of many official sides 
producing the information and the overlapping in 


their duties, are some of the problems. He stressed 
that publication and circulation of official informa- 
tion is basically allowed, except if the law decides 
otherwise. He added that the publication of official 
information should be intended to benefit resear- 
chers and other interested persons.

Kisr devising plan to 
manage oyster beds 

Pearl culture industry under study

ONCE the lifeblood of Kuwait's 
economy and now in danger of 
depletion, pearl oysters may 
resurface as the object of a new 
national industry. 

Kuwait Institute for Scientific 
Research (Kisr) is undertaking a 
project that aims at derising a 
plan to manage pearl oyster 
stocks in Kuwaiti waters and 
studying the economic feasibility 
of pearl culture in Kuwait. The 
project is partially funded by the 
Public Authority for Agricul- 
tural Affairs and Fish Resources. 

“Pearl oyster fishing is still 
alive. More than 6 million oys- 
ters are landed annually in 
Kuwait's oyster market,” says 
project leader. Dr Sulaiman Al 
Malar. He believes that fishing 
operations should be regulated 
to prevent possible depletion of 
existingsrocks. 

“The best way to regulate fish- 
ing activities is by implementing 
a management plan that is 
arrived at after thoroughly 
studying different aspects of fish- 
ing activities as well as estimating 
the size of existing stocks of peari 
oyster," Matar said. He 
explained that such a plan might 
limit the number of boats all- 
owed to fish for pearl oyster in 
regional waters, or suggest a 
dosed season for three or four 
months a year to allow small oys- 
ters to grow or large ones to 
spawn. 

In order to Locate oyster beds, 
researchers had to turn to 
experienced old divers. “We 
know that pearl oyster fishing 
today is concentrated in the area 
from Shuaiba to Kheiran. But 
old timers were able to give us 
exact locations of beds they used 
to fish early in the century,” said 
Matar enthusiastically. “Some 
of them kept charts, but most of 
them just had the information 
stored in their memories.” 

The project leader says old 
timers were also able to give 
accurate descriptions of the sizes 
of oyster beds, their density and 
the kinds of weeds and other 
forms of marine life associated 
with them. 

Researchers dive to the beds 
which usually are one-half to two 
kilometres in area, count the oys- 
tereand record the depth, water 
temperatures and salinity. They

also make random dives to dis- 
cover new beds and map them. 

“We are working on identify- 
ing areas of high spat (young 
oysters) fall and the time "of the 
year when it occurs,” said Malar 
explaining that spat need a rocky 
bottom to stick to and grow or 
else they die. Spat collectors, iron 
frames with lines pf oyster shells, 
are placed underwater and 
checked periodically for the 
number or spat clinging to them. 

"Such information about 
peari oysters is not only essential 
for coming up with a good man- 
agement plan, but also to the 
second task of our project, which 
is the economic feasibility study 
of pearl culture in Kuwait," 
stated Matar. 

The study will explore whether 
it is profitable to establish a pearl 
culture industry in Kuwait, and if 
so on what scale. It will also 
examine manpower costs, expec- 
ted market price' for pearls and 
possible export markets for the 


product. 

Matar speculates that ii might 
be cheaper to culture pearls m 
Kuwait than in Japan because of 
high growth rates of o\siers in 
Gulf waters. “It takes a year fora 
pearl to form in Kuwaiti waters 
because these waters are warm 
and rich in plankton, while in 
Japan it takes three years," he 
says. 

But Kuwaiti waters arepoor in 
natural shelters needed for this 
industry, the thing that limits the 
number of suitable sites, added 
Matar. 

Although Kuwaiti pearls are 
known for their special shine, 
researchers have noticed from 
daily monitoring of the oyster 
market that the rate of good- 
sized pearls found to ihe number 
of oysters open is approximately 
one in five thousand. A pearl 
3mm in diameter is valued at 
KD 50-60. 

Dr Matar expects work on the 
project to be completed in July. 


Italian shipping line to deploy ‘Nuova Africa’ 


LLOYD Triestino are celebrating the presentation of the ship “Nuova 
Africa” built by the rincantieri Caste llamm are di Stabia shipyard. 

This highly sophisticated new building presents an investment of 
over 70 billion lire ($54 million) and has a capacity ofl 555 TEUs, 300 of 
which refrigerated at different temperatures. 

The company is going to deploy this ship on the Southern Africa 
route, to be operated within the SAECS (South Africa Europe Con- 
tamer Service) Consortium, formed together with LT by the French 
companies CGM and Chargeuis Delinks, the British P + OCL and 
EHCL, the Dutch Nedlloyd, Belgian CMB, German Dal and South 
African, Safmarinc. The aster ship, "Nuova Europa" presently under 


construction in the Castellammare yard, to be delivered in early 1 990. is 
also destined to sail on this trade route. 

The ship is 192.5 metres long, 30.5 metres wide, 16 metres high, 
having a deadweight of 27,000 tonnes. The "Nuova Africa" is a self- 
sustained full container vessel meaning that the onboard equipment 
can be sufficient to load and discharge containers, making the ship 
particularly suited to serve ports lacking adequate facilities. 

Once the “Nuova Europa” is also delivered. Lloyd Triestino will 
have a fleet of ten wholly owned ships, up from last year's five, plus the 
four chartered ships.

Life in Beirut not rosy 

Armenians can’t 
respond to call 

BEIRUT, (Reuter): “Who wants to go to Armenia?” said 19-year-old 
Hagop Makarian derisively, flexing his shoulders as if half expecting a 
rebuke from his elders. 

“We’ve had a war in Beirut for IS years so who would want to go 
there? What could we do for them? I trust no one. I'm taking my parents 
to the United Stales.” 

Despite traditionally strong ties to their homeland in Transcaucasia, 
Lebanon's Armenians have pressing problems of their own. They offer 
concern but little cash to Soviet Armenian victims of fierce ethnic 
clashes with Azerbaijanis. 

Appeals for volunteers to aid Soviet Armenia, by fighting if neces- 
sary, rind scant support in East Beirut’s Bouij Hammoud district — 
after Los Angeles reputedly the largest concentration of Arme n ia n s 
outside the Soviet Union. 

The days when Beirut-based Armenian gunmen forced the world to 
take notice of their people's concerns seem to be over. 

The people ofBourj Hammoud, blaming the bloodshed on the Azeris 
and their supporters in Turkey and Iran, have fretted for their kith and 
kin but done little to help. 

Raised 

Beirut exiles raised a million dollar s' worth of aid after an earth- 
quake in Soviet Armenia in late 1988. A similar campaign for those 
displaced by fighting this year has barely begun. 

“No concrete steps have been taken,” said Hagop Pakradouni, 
spokesman for Lebanon's Dashnak Party and a member of the central 
executive board of the worldwide Armenian National Committee. 

Branches of the Dashnak Party in France and elsewhere have been 
signing up volunteers to offer help and, ifnecessary, come to the defence 
of Armenians in Soviet Armenia and Azerbaijan. 

Of the world's estimated seven millio n Armenians, 4.5 million are 
inside the Soviet Union, Pakradouni said. Some 100,000 Armenians 
live in Bourj Hammoud and 75,000 elsewhere in Lebanon. 

Help 

Butin Beirut, efforts to help Soviet Armenians are so far restricted to 
collecting money. And business is unusually bad. 

Six months of some of the worst shelling in Lebanon's civil war 
battered Bourj Hammoud last year. It is now being squeesed by an 
economic and political war between rival administrations. 

“We have been frankly preoccupied with the Lebanese crisis. We feel 
our first priority now is to Lebanon. It is our main concern,” said 
Pakradouni in the party headquarters, its doors protected against shells 
and bombs by a wail of concrete blocks. 

Flooded 

Armenians first flooded to Lebanon in 191 5, escaping what Armen- 
ians say was the massacre of up to 1.5 million of their people in Turkey. 
Turkey says far fewer died and denies charges of genocide. 

Maronite leaders in Beirut welcomes the Christian Armenians and 
the support of the French colonial rulers offered them citizenship to 
boost Christian numbers. * 

The Armenians have guarded their identity closely through chur- 
ches, schools and cultural centres. Four Armenian - 1 anguage papers 
circulate in Beirut. 

Pakradouni said he believed Soviet leader Mikhail Gorbachev could 
solve the problems by applying his reform principles and giving 
disputed land back to the Armenians. 

"We believe Gorbachev will succeed and everybody should help 
him,” he said. Told that many Armenians in Bourj Hammoud said they 
liked the Soviet leader, Pakradouni added: “We don't admire Gorba- 
chev but we think he is better than ... his predecessors.” 

Much of the talk in Bourj Hammoud is about how people would act 
in the case of an “emergency,” another mass killing of Armenians. But 
few believe it could happen while Gorbachev is in control. 

"He’s a great man,” said camera shop owner Heik Tomasian. 
“Because he thinks democratically, it is going to be good.” 

Soma Armenians say they believed Beirut could send up to 3,000 
fighters if the Soviet community were in grave danger. But they said 
sending volunteers to fight might be counterproductive and encourage ■ 
support for Azeris. 

“My heart is Lebanese but my spirit is Armenian," said grocer 
George Sarkisian, 35, when asked now be felt about the fighting. 

Stopped 

In such times of crisis, he said, the Armenian political parties stopped 
squabbling. But there was no certain route for any militants from Beirut 
to reach their ‘brothers.' 

A Lebanese-based underground Armenian group warned Moscow 
this month it would become a target if it failed to prevent a massacre of 
Armenians. . 

But Armenian officials said the Armenian Secret Army for the 
Liberation of Armenia (Asala) had largely been inactive since 1984 
after it and two other Armenian groups succeeded in winning inter- 
national attention for their cause by a string of killings. 

Officials said Armenians in Beirut had not yet requested any visas 
from the Soviet embassy to travel to Armenia is connection with the 
crisis. 

“We care but what can we do?' said Nazareth Abu Naim in his baby 
clothes shop, empty of customers. “There is no way we can get anyone 
in from here ... like the Jews, we Armenians have usually had to express 
ourselves economically, sot by fighting.”

Honecker. behind bars 


Voice of reform went unheeded 

Honecker’s life turns full circle 


EAST BERLIN, (Reuter): Erich Honecker, the 
East German leader who built the Berlin Wall to 
imprison his people, now finds himself behind bars 
facing treason charges for the second time in his life. 

Honecker ruled unchallenged and with unbend- 
ing Stalinist rigour until October 1989 when he was 
removed in response to a popular reform movement 
and underpressure from a mass exodus to the WesL 

Within three weeks of his removal the wall, the 
most detested symbol of a divided Europe, came 
tumbling down 28 years after he had it built at the 
height of the cold war. 

Praised by East Germans forimproving their lives 
after becoming Communist Party chief in 1971, he 
eventually forfeited their respect for refusing to 
recognise the need for change. 

Hailed 

He was hailed for years in the official media for his 
struggle against the Nazis, having spent 10 years in 
Nazi prisons for “preparation of high treason.” 

Honecker stood down as party leader and head of 
state on October 18, 1989, officially for health 
reasons, and handed over to the man regarded as his 
likely successor, security chief Egon Krenz. Six 
weeks later he. too. was ousted. 

Honecker, 77, was expelled from the party six 
weeks after his removal from power ina purge of the 
political elite and faced criminal investigation for 
corruption and misrule and now for treason. 

. He was. placed :briefly under house arrest :at the- 
Wandiitz Compound north of Berlin that was for 30 
years the old guard's luxury enclave and is now a 
public sanitorium. 

By then, with the wall open and his ideology in 
tatters. Honecker was a sick and broken man. Early 
this month he underwent surgery for a cancerous 
kidney tumour. 

He had been regarded as one of the last of the old 
guard, distancing East Germany from Soviet leader 
Mikhail Gorbachev’s reform drive yet supporting 


Soviet foreign and disarmament policy. 

He argued that change was unnecessary because 
he had launched his own reforms years previously. 

As security chief, he supervised the building of the 
Berlin Wall, saying it was to halt Western subver- 
sion. In practice it was intended to stop East Ger- 
mans going WesL 

When thousands of East Germans began flocking 
out through Hungary’s newly open border in mid- 
1989. the exodus unleashed a popular reform 


movement that Honecker was unable to contain. 

For years after he took over as secretary-general 
of the East German Communist Party (SED), he 
enjoyed a reputatioon for dragging the country out 
of diploma ticisolation and ridding it of the image of 
Bonn’s ugly sister. 

in 1972 “Honi.” as most East Germans called 
him, signed a landmark agreement with Bonn on ties 
between the two German states which opened the 
way for Western diplomatic recognition.

Reformers challenge conservatives 


MOSCOW, (AP): Progressives from the lower ranks of the 
Communist Party are mounting an open challenge in the 
powerful Centra] Committee, demanding a multi-party 
system and a virtual apology for decades of totalitarian 
rule. 

For the first time in at least half a century, the party may 
be facing two competing political platforms. 

Progressives, newly united by a programme and an 
organisation they call the “democratic platform." hope to 
force discussion of their proposals at a meeting of the 
Central Committee Feb 5-6, said Mikhail V. Malyutin, 
one of the group's leaders. 

The Politburo led by President Mikhail S. Gorbachev, 
wary of the fall of communist parties in Eastern Europe 
and stung by sharpening criticism ofitsown failure to solve 
economic and ethnic crises, is proposing its own 
programme to the meeting. 

The Politburo platform calls for “radical democratiza- 
tion of the party," according to a, Central Committee 
staffer who spoke on condition of anonymity. Details are 
still secret, he said. 

The Central Committee meeting comes ar a time when 
some candidates for local elections are calling openly fora 
multi-party system. Even Gorbachev two weeks ago drop- 
ped his unconditional opposition. __ 

In the Baltics, other parties are already legalized or 
toletared. Lithuanian communists expect to lose complete 
control of their legislature in next month ’selection and be 
forced into the first coalition government in the Soviet 
Union. 

The Soviet Communist Party lost about 1 60.000 mem- 
bers in December when 80 per cent of the Lithuanian party

split ofT to form an independent Communist Party. 
Thousands more were reported to have quit in Azerbaijan 
this week in fury over Soviet troops' attempt to halt ethnic 
and nationalist violence. 

The Central Committee staffer refused to reveal the 
decline in membership but sakL “We want to stop this 
process. We need to reform the party quickly. 

The “democratic platform" adopted by the reformers 
last weekend is much more blunt 
“if the healthy forces inside the Communist Party do no 
succeed in carrying out deep-rooted democratic transfor- 
mation. the crisis inevitably will bring the party to political 
bankruptcy (as in Poland) or to the iron fist (as in China),” 
it said. 

More than 1 00 Soviet journalists covered the reformers’ 
meeting last weekend. Yet in a telling example of just bow 
far they can go in reporting severe criticism of the party, 
almost none has reported cm it 
But Radio Moscow did. saying it would be “written 
down in the history of the Soviet Communist Party as a day 
when an event of extraordinary importance took place." 

“A large group of communists formed a platform within 
the party, and declared its intention to work towards 
democratizing the party ranks and introducing a multi- 
party political system,” the radio said. 

The platform was adopted last weekend at a conference 
of delegates from more than 100 communist dobs, 
representing 60,000 members from 78 rides. Also at the 
meeting were Pr o gre ss ives from the inter-regional group 
of parliamentarians and reformers in the party 
bureaucracy itself, such as Vyacheslav N. Shustakuvsky, 
rector of the Higher School for Communists. 


The reform group is trying to gain an audience with 
Gorbachev to win a formal place on the agenda for its 
platform and to seek the right to participate in the plenum, 
said Malyutin. 

In any case, Moscow legislator Boris Yeltsin is a mem- 
ber of the Central Committee and he is expected to propose 
the platform. 

Many of the reformers have threatened to break away 
and form a social democratic party if their demands are not 
met But others argue that the CommuznstParty is still too 
powerful and the reformers must fight for control of it. 

The democratic platform also calls for the party to 
“recognise the enormous responsibility carried by die 
Communist Party for the rearms and consequences of the 
totalitarian regime in our country.” 

It further demands “complete ami irreversible condem- 
nation of the model of government socialism which has ' 
brought our society to deep crisis." 

It cads for a multi-party system, supports more indepen- 
dence for the republics, indhidual communist parties for 
each republic, and the transfer of power from the party to

I HAVE been inundated with queries lately from 
former Iron Curtain countries asking what they can 
expect now that they have thrown off the yoke of 
communism.

Question: If we become a democracy, does that 
mean we will no longer have corruption among our 
politicians? 

Answer: That is correct. Democracies have a strict 
rule banning dishonesty in government. If a public 
servant does anything to break his oath, he is dealt 
with even more severely than if he lived in a 
totalitarian country — unless he has a good lawyer 
and can plea-bargain his way out. 

Question: If the nouveaux liberated adopt 
democratic forms of government, does that mean we 
have to listen to oil the speeches of the various 
political parties? 

Answer Citizens must pay a price for freedom of 
speech, and that price means they must hear out all 
the candidates. Besides doing that, free people are 
also expected to contribute money to political cam- 
paigns .so their rights will be guaranteed. 

Question: 1 have a friend who says that since we 
have toppled the communist power in East Germany, 
we will not be permitted to leave home without our 
American Express cards. True or false? 


Answer. Your friend is right, but it doesn't neces- 
sarily have to be American Express —you can cany a 
Visa. Mastercard or even a Diner's Club card. This 
must be produced on demand when you walk into a 
shopping mall. The credit card is to the WesL what a 
Havana cigar is to Fidel Castro. 

Question: Bulgaria, where 1 live, is for all intents 
and purposes a free nation. I do not have much 
money to spend. What is the first thing you would 
advise someone to buy who has just been liberated? 

Answer: A radar detector. If you are going to beat 
the highway patrol at their own game in a democratic 
society, it is essential that you nave a radar detector 
clipped to your sun visor. The most important thing 
for all citizens is to evade speed craps.

Question: An East German father writes, “Under 
democracy, will I have discipline problems with my 
children?"

$773m US arms for Egypt, Israel 
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WASfHNGTON, Jan 30. (Reuter): The 
Bush administration announced yesterday 
it planned to sea $773 million is Apache 
attack helicopters and HeUTire missiles to 
Egypt and Israel. 

The proposal went to Congress as some 
lawmakers were already questioning 
whether to continue high-level defence aid 
to Egypt and Isrel at a time of shrinking 
budgets and Eastern European need for 
US financial help. 

Pentagon officials, who asked not to be 
identified, said they expected the sales to 
become official in 30 days without a veto 
from Congress. 


The Pentagon announcement said 
Egypt would buy 24 Apache attack 
helicopters, 492 Hellfixe air-to-ground 
missiles, launchers, spare engines and 
other equipment for $488 million. 

Israel would buy a package including 19 
Apaches and S39 Hellftres for $285 
million, the announcement said. 

Although such sales cany a high price, 
their cost is often written oft against 
foreign military credits to the two coun- 
tries. 

Senate Republican leader Robert Dole 
recently suggested that the United States 
might have to reconsider its high level of 


aid earmarked for nations such as Egypt 
Israel and Pakistan in order to provide 
more help for emerging democracies in 
Eastern Europe. 

The Pentagon also announced yester- 
day that the administration intended to 
sell 10 AH-1F Cobra attack helicopters 
and missiles to Pakistan for $89 million. 

Both the Apache and Cobra are desig- 
ned to attack and destroy enemy tanks, 
and the Pentagon said the three countries 
seeded the weapons is question. 

“The Egyptian air force has a growing 
need for a more versatile and heavily 
armed helicopter gunshipr the Defence 


Department said, noting that neighbour- 
ing Arab states were obtaining increasin- 
gly sophisticated weaponry. 

The United States defence budget for 
fiscal 1991 unveiled yesterday has cast 
doubt over two multi-billion dollar d eals 
to sell tanks to Egypt and Saudi Arabia. 

The decision to dose the two production 
lines manufacturing the M 1 Abrams tanks 
by early 1993 leaves both contracts up in 
the air. Defence experts said. 

The Bush administration said last 
October it warned to sell 31 5 M-1A2 tanks 
to Saudi Arabia in a deal worth up to $6 
billion. 


Israeli move rapped 

1 00,000 Soviet Jews to immigrate this year: Abu Sharif 
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LISBON, Jan 30, (Agencies); 
The Palestine Liberation Organ- 
isation (PLO) said yesterday 
Soviet Jews were being forced to 
go to Israel and condemned 
plans to resettle them on 
occupied Palestinian territory. 

Bassam Abu Sharif, political 
adviser to PLO chief Yasser 
Arafat, said the 50,000 to 
100,000 Soviet Jews expected to 
arrive in Israel this year had 
nowhere else to go because all 
other doors bad been closed. 

“Soviet Jews are being forced 
to go to Israel. We can say it is 
similar to detention,” he told a 
news conference. “What (Israeli 
Prime Minister Yitzhak) Shamir 
has in mind is further expansion- 
ism." 

Shamir has called for the 
occupied West Bank and Gaza 
Strip to accommodate the influx, 
which has alarmed the PLO and 
nearby Arab states. The group's 
executive committee was to dis- 
cuss the issue in Tunis. 

Sharif, in Lisbon on an 
European tour aimed at drum- 
ming. up support, appealed to 
Europe to hap unblock the Mid- 
dle East peace process . 

Washington is trying to get 
peace talks underway between 
Israel and a Palestinian delega- 
tion but its efforts have been 
stymied by wrangles over who 
should represent the Palestin- 
ians. 

“It is up to European countries 
and the world comm unity to take 
the necessary steps leading to 
eventual peace and the end of the 
Israeli occupation of the West 
Bank and Gaza Strip," Sharif 

; Shgjtif .accused Shamir of 
endangering regional stability 
and feeding the two-year Pales- 
tinian uprising against Israeli 
rule. 

“The intifada (uprising) is 
going on and will be stepped up 
as the Palestinians have no alter- 
native but to increase the resis- 
tance," be said. 

Sharif said that Western 
European countries that call for 
democracy and human rights in 
eastern Europe should not make 
an exception of the Palestinians. 


Military support for intifada discussed 


JEDDAH, Jan 30, (AP); A military committee of 
the 46-member Organisation of the Islamic Con- 
ference today began discussing how Muslim 
nations can aid the Palestinian uprising. 

It ws the fourth meeting of the OIC*s perman- 
ent Islamic office for military co-ordination with 
Palestine, which was first established by the 1981 
summit conference of the OIC. 

The group was formed to extend possible 
military support for the PLO. The office began as 
oflast year to hold annual meetings, as originally 
designed. 

The two-day meeting at OIC headquarters in 
Jeddah is attended by military delegations 
representing all OIC member states, some at the 
level of military attaches. 

An OIC statement said the committee will 
consider ways of co-ordinating inter-Islamic 


efforts to muster support for the Palestinian 
cause in the military field, to ensure continuation 
of the intifada, or uprising. 

The uprising by the 1.7 milli on P alestinian 
inhabitants of the Israel-held West Bank and 
Gaza Strip is in its third year. 

OIC Secretary General Hamid AJ Gabid 
opened the meeting, which is being chaired by 
Col Mohammed AJ Fazzani of Morocco. 

During the first working session of the meet- 
ing, the OIC secretarial presented a memoran- 
dum in which it reviewed the latest developments 
in the Palestinian arena. 

The memorandum “the necessity 

of extending all forms of support to reinforce the 
Palestinian intifada in the occupied lands" and 
urged all member states to increase their backing 
of the PLO. 


Leader of North African Jews appeals 

Call for talks with PLO 


NETTVOT, Jan 30, (Amides): 

A charismatic spiritual leader 
■who has wide support among the 
country’s predominantly hard- 
line North African Jews yester- 
day called fora Palestinian stale 
and talks with the PLO. 

“We've had enough wars and 
bloodshed. We are ready to talk 
even with those who murdered 
some of our sons," said Rabbi 
Baruch Abu-Hatzera, known as 
Baba Baruch. 

The rabbi, . who . fcad .made . . 
similar comments earlier this 
month, spoke in 5 am -interview iw 
before joining thousands of .pil- 
grims for the annual “HHula;"'a' 
county fair-style memorial for 
his father and revered holy man. 
Rabbi Israel Abu-Hatzera, who 
was known as “Baba Sati." 

Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Sbamir, head of the right-wing 
Likud Bloc and a past ally , was so 
angered by the rabbi's 
statements that he cancelled bis 
visit to the Hilula at the last min- 
ute. 

The riff opened the door for 
the left-of-centre Labour Party 


which could improve its election 
chances with the support of the 
traditionally conservative North 
Africans, particularly those from 
Abu-Hatzera’s Moroccan com- 
munity. 

Vice-Premier Shimon Peres, 
the Labour Party boss and 
Shamir's rival, attended the 
memorial for the eider Abu-Hat- 
zera and delivered a speech. 

“This has great importance for 
the next elections," said Rabbi 
^Btnjamin Chen, an aide to Baba 
Baruch. “There are about

They will remember that Shamir 
didn't come to honour the 
memory of Baba Sali. " 

The North Africans constitute 
a large segment of the Sephar- 
dim, or Jews from Middle East 
countries, who in recent years 
have become a majority among 
the nation's 3.5 million Jews. 
Ashkenazim, or European Jews, 
have been more supportive of the 
Labour Party. 

Reactions to Baba Baruch's 
new politics were mixed among 
the thousands of North African 


pilgrims who /locked to a while- 
domed mausoleum on a muddy 
hilltop in this Negev desert town 
to mark the sixth anniversary of 
Baba Salt's death. 

“We should talk to the PLO if 
that brings peace. My youngest 
son will be drafted in two years, 
and I'm already sick with 
worry,” Rina, SS, a mother of six 
from the nearby town of Beer- 
sheba, said asJier hands touched 
the white marble grave.

Investigate 
plight of 
refugees, 
Iran asks UN 

UNITED NATIONS, Jan 30, 
(Reuter): Iran yesterday asked 
the United Nations to investigate 
the plight of more than 80,000 
Iranians it said were displaced 
when Iraq occupied Iranian 
territory during the eight-year- 
long Gulf war. 

Ambassador Kamal Kharazi, 
during a meeting with Secretary 
General Javier Perez de Cuellar, 
presented a report on the dis- 
placed Iranians he said had been 
forced to leave for neighbouring 
towns and v illages, an Iranian 
spokesman said. 

According to the ambassador, 
a total of 84,751 were forced to 
leave their homes when Iraq 
occupied about 1,000 square 
miles (2,600 sq. km) along the 
border between the two coun- 
tries. 

Another 1.4 million Iranians 
feel threatened because they live 
dose to the occupied area, the 
ambassador was reported as say- 
ing. 

Iran has rarely mentioned the 
displaced persons issue in its 
demand that Iraq withdraw from 
its territory before the estimated 
10,000 prisoners of war held by 
both sides are released. 

Iraqi President Saddam Hus- 
sein earlier this month suggested 
there be alternate meetings in 
Tehran and Baghdad by 
representatives of both countries 
under UN supervision to set a 
time-table for a peace treaty to be 
put into effect. 

The discussions should be 
aimed at both sides agreeing on 
hew to interpret a UN Security 
Council resolution that so far has 
brought about a ceasefire in the 
Gulf war but no peace treaty. 

At the same time, Hussein 
said, both countries should 
exchange wounded and sick 
Prisoners of war and open their 
borders to enable people to vist 
holy shrines.

T urkey water cut 
hits crops: Syria 


DAMASCUS, Jan 30, (Reuter): 
Syria blamed Turkey today for 
electricity cuts and water shor- 
tages across the country, saying 
they were the result of Ankara's 
decision to cut the flow of the 
Euphrates river. 

I n the first official Syrian reac- 
tion since Turkey on January 1 3 
changed the course of the 
Euphrates for 30 days to fill a 
giant dam, an official told 
Reuters all dues were suffering. 

Half way through the planned 
cut-off. the Irrigation Ministry 
official said fanners had already 
lost winter crops and thousands 
offish had died. 

He termed Ankara's action 
unnecessary and likely to cause 
enmity between the people of 
both countries. 

“The cut had a psychological 
effect on the Syrian people who 
depend in their daily lives on the 
river’s waters. 

“The cut might lead to a state 


of enmity on the popular level, 
something which both the Syrian 
and Turkish governments exer- 
ted big efforts in recent years to 
remove.” 

He said Turkey could easily 
have avoided cutting water to 
Syria and Iraq in other trays, 
such as operating the Karakaya 
dam, some 40 miles (60 km) up- 
stream of the Ataturk dam. 

Listing the impact of Syria, the 
official said: 

■ Only one of eight huge hydro- 
electric turbines at the Euphrates 
dam which provide 60 percent of 
the country’s electricity 
consumption was now working. 
This had resulted in rationing 
electricity supplies in all cities 
including the capital Damascus, 
ft All fanners who used to pump 
water from the river to irrigate 
thousands of acres were getting 
no water. They had lost their 
winter crops.

Hirawi consolidating 

Final touches to security plan 


BEIRUT, Jan 30. (Agencies): 
Lebanese President Elias Hirawi 
forged ahead today with efforts 
to expand his power, despite the 
withdrawal of a leading Chris- 
tian minister and threats from 
Christian hardliner Michel 
Aoun. 

Hirawi met his cabinet to put 
the final touches to a plan to 
consolidate his authority, start- 
ing by replacing Syrian troops in 
Muslim West Beirut with Leban- 
ese security forces. political sour- 
cessaid. 

Just before the meeting at Hir- 
awi’s office ended, two rocket- 
propelled grenades exploded 
about SO metres (yards) away 
over Syrian Army offices in a 
hotel, security sources and wit- 
nesses said. There were no 
casualties. 

On the Green Line dividing 
Beirut, clashes with rocket- 


propelled grenades and 
macnineguns erupted between 
General Aoun's troops and 
Muslim militiamen, security 
sources said. 

A team of senior Lebanese and 
Syrian Army officers told militia 
leaders in West Beirut about the 
security plan agreed by Hiraui 
and Syrian President Hafez Al 
Assad last week. 

A pro-Syrian security source 
said the Iranian-backed Hez- 
bollah (Party of God) militia 
promised to co-operate by pull- 
ing out its men from most areas 
of West Beirut. 

The plan for 1.000 Lebanese 
soldiers and policemen to replace 
Syrian troops at positions in 
West Beirut excludes Hez- 
bollah's stronghold in Beirut’s 
southern suburbs. 

Some of the 17 Westerners 
missing and believed kidnapped 


in Lebanon arc thought to he 
held in the suburbs by members 
ol' Hezbollah, which has denied 
any links with hostage-taking 

Under the plan, soldiers loyal 
to Hirawi would take over from 
militiamen on the Green Line. 
Syrian troops would remain on 
the edges of the city and around 
the Christian enclave held by 
Aoun. 

Htrawi's cabinet was weak- 
ened on Monday by the decision 
of the leader of the largest Chris- 
tian party, the Falange. not to 
lake up his job of posts and 
telecommunications minister. 

George Saadeh's right-wing 
Falange said he would not join 
the government because the 
cabinet had failed to become a 
national unity government, as 
stipulated in an Arab-sponsored 
plan toend more than 1 4 years of 
civil war. 


Iraq-France talks on 
defence co-operation 


BAGHDAD, Jan 30, (AP): 
French Defence Minister Jean 
Pierre Chevenement left Bagh- 
dad yesterday after a three-day 
visit to Iraq for talks on military 
co-operation, officials said. 

Chevenement met with Iraq's 
First Deputy Prime Minister, 
Taha Yassin Ramadan, only 
hours before flying back home. 

The official Iraqi News 
Agency said Ramadan and 
Chevenement discussed bilateral 
relations and co-operation, but 
did not further elaborate. 

The French minister met Sun- 
day with President Saddam Hus- 
sein and INA said they discussed 
“means of enhancing bilateral 
co-operation.” 

Chevenement, accompanied 
by senior army officers and 
Foreign Ministry officials, held a 
series of meetings with high-ran- 
king Iraqi officaiis, including 
Hussein Kamel, the minister of 


industry and military industrial- 
isation. 

INA said Kamel, who is lead- 
ing Iraq's effort to build an 
advanced defence industry, 
expressed Baghdad's desire to 
co-operate with French compan- 
ies in implementing a number of 
industrial projects. 

France was one of Iraq's main 
arm suppliers during the 8 -year 
war with Iran. 

Chevenement was on his first 
visit since the war with Iran was 
halted by a United Nations- 
mediated ceasefire in 1988. 

With talks on a formal peace 
treaty stalled, both sides have 
been spending billions to rearm. 

A delegation from the French 
defence firm Maira also visited 
Baghdad earlier ihis month to 
discuss co-operation with the 
Iraqi company which manufac- 
turers missiles, satellites and elec- 
tronic warfare systems. 


Algeria approves 
2 more parties 

ALGIERS, Jan 30. (Reuter): 
Algeria has legalised two more 
opposition political parties, brin- 
ging to 19 the number approved 
since sweeping liberalisation last 
year. 

The Algerian news agency 
APS said yesterday the Islamic 
Democratic Party of Arab Unity 
and the Popular Association for 
Unity and Action had been 
approved by the Interior Minis- 
Uy. 

The first party has said it will 
fight for the creation of a single 
Arab state that applies Islamic 
law. 

APS said two parties are still 
awaiting approval — the Trotsk- 
yist Socialist Workers’ Organisa- 
tion and the Movement for 
Democracy in Algeria of former 
President Ahmed Ben Bella. 

The 19 opposition parties and 
the ruling National Liberation 
Front are due to contest the first 
multi-party elections since 
independence in 1962 later this 
year.

Tunisian president pledges $445 million relief for flood victims 


TUNIS, Jan 30, (Reuter): Tunisian 
President Zine Al Abidine Ben Ali, con- 
demning violent protests by flood victims, 
pledged 400 million dinars (5445 million) 
for relief work. 

In a speech broadcast late on Monday, 
Ben Ali said he sympathised with people 
who had to wait several days before help 
arrived bat that did not justify attacks on 

K tem buildings in two towns in 
t regions. 

Crowds set fire to cars and threw stones 
at the headquarters of regional govern- 
ments in the central town of Sidi Bouzid 
and the southwestern town of Nefla last 


week in protest at the slow pace of relief 
operations. 

Thirty people and 2 1 ,000 livestock were 
killed and 38,000 houses and 307 schools 
damaged in the flooding caused by torren- 
tial rain that began on Jan 21. 

Ben Ali said disruption to transport and 
communications caused by the floods had 
stopped relief arriving quickly. 

“Although one can understand the psy- 
chological state which prevailed, that in no 
way justifies the behaviour of certain 
elements who, with no sense of patriotism, 
exploited the situation to incite unresL and 
attack public property," he said. 


An official statement initially blamed 
Muslim militants for the unrest in Sidi 
Bouzid. but local residents said the 
militants were a minority among the prote- 
sters. Ben Ali later replaced the local 
governor. 

The president said short-term repairs to 
houses, farms, schools, roads, bridges and 
railways would cost 200 million dinars 
($223 million). People whose homes had 
been damaged would start receiving com- 
pensation within three weeks. 

Some of the rest of the total of 400 
million dinars of relief money would be 
spent on preventing future floods, includ- 


ing building dams, especially around five 
flood-prone towns in the south and centre 
of the country . 

Fifty million dinars ($55 million) of the 
total money would be found by redis- 
tributing the 1990 budget and another 50 
million from donations. 

The government would raise the balance 
of 300 million dinars (S33S million) by 
other methods. Ben Ali said. 

King Fahd of Saudi Arabia last week 
donated $50 million for relief operations. 
Other donations have come from the 
Palestine Liberation Organisation and the 
UN disaster relief organisation.

Drawn from a slice of life

OCCASIONALLY, A film comes along that tou- 
ches your heart. Seepiyan is one such venture. As 
most films of this nature go, Seepiyan makes you 
wonder about your existence, like the protagonist 
Radha (Debashree Roy) does. In a pensive mood, 
she says; “We spend a lifetime trying to find the 
meaning of our actions. Why don't we just live 
without sinking into why we do what we do.” 

Radha's plight seems universal, applying to any 
woman anywhere in the world. Her dilemma is not 
so personal; it'sjust a question of how youlook at it. 
From a seemingly harmless gesture of rescuing a 
woman springs a format that engages your atten- 
tion. 

It’s the story of love, friendship, companionship 
and lust all intricately woven through Radha's 
experiences. That a man can callously take advan- 
tage of a woman’semotional weaknesses is apparent 
from Radha's plight. She needed affection, she is 
saddled with guilt, a burden that she symbolically 
wants to drown in the purity of the Ganges. Des- 
tined to live, she survives and finds true friendship 
and companionship. 

Seepiyan is a small budget, so called “art” film. It 
need not have been slotted. It is meaningful cinema, 
introspective and definitely drawn from a slice of 
life. One can hardly suspect its human appeal. And 
because it is so close to reality, it is poignant, 
debating an individual's need to belong to 
somebody, something or some cause. In Radha's 
case, it'sjust a case of acceptance, and that she is not 
heart-breaking. 

Debashree Roy, a sultry Bengali beauty, fits the 
bill. A natural performer, she has no difficulty in 
interpreting Radha’s emotional upheaval. Roy is 
ably supported by Om Puri, who plays the illiterate, 
lowcaste boat owner. Kanwaljeet is convincing. 

AuladKI Khatir 

This is a family drama, the type that tries to make 
you fill buckets with tears after watching the capers 
of stereotyped mothers and sons. 

The mother, as ■ represented in Hindi movies, 
belongs to a email coterie of women who’ll do 




anything for then offspring. They smile and bear the 
trauma of separation, put up with taumatic 
experiences and survive. 

From the word go, Aulad Ki Khatir tells us to 
watch out for contrived parental dilemmas, which 
the filmmakers pile up. First, there is a childless 
mother, who fears her husband might take a second 
wife if she doesn’t produce a son and worries so 
much that we start wondering whether are supposed 
to be child-making machines. Her aunt comes to tin; 
rescue and Mother Nutan's child is taken away from 
her for better prospects. What follows is film his- 
tory .And the worst thingis that we can’t even shed a 
few tears at the plight of hapless victims — Raj 
Kiram Swapna, Nutan and Kulbhushan Khar- 
tianda. 

Aulad Ki Khatir runs off the track and jells in the 
family portrait that is customary in such ventures. 
Somehow, the trick didn’t work is customary in such 
ventures. Somehow, the trick didn’t work this time. 
Perhaps, there have been too many family dramas 
that have harped on similar themes. As a consola- 
tion prize, there is a neat climax sans the proverbial 
kidnap- rescue vendetta to wrap up the parcel. 

Wafaa 

Farooq Sheikh and Vijeta Pandit star in Wafaa, a 
story of loyalty and fidelity.’ There is something 
amiss in this movie, perhaps conviction — to make it 
a watchable tragedy. Drama tic rums are few and far 
between, and the drama that is there seems jaded, 
stale. There is no enthusiasm in the story of the 
widow who wants to live with the memory ofber late 
husband. It had potential, but it was not exploited. 

The other man in her life makes a half-hearted 
attempt to win the widow's love, and succeeds, but 
only after an incomprehensible misunderstanding. 
As a result, it mocks itself. Poor direction and a 
sketchy script don’t help matters. The performers 
don’t fit the bill. Farooq Shaikh is best suited to 
light-hearted, comic. roles. In a supposedly serious 
movie, Farooq just cant cope. Vijeta Pandit inter- 
pretation of the young widow seems like a futile 
excerdse.

Strikes 
result 
in idle 
oil wells 

MOSCOW, Jan 30, (Reuter): 
Protest strikes against the 
presence of Soviet troops in 
Baku, capital of the oil-rich 
Republic of Azerbaijan, have 
halted production from hun- 
dreds of oil wells, TASS news 
agency reported today. 

It said that at one of the most 

fields, “26 Baku^Commissars, ’ ’ 
some 650 pumps — about one- 
third of the field's wells — were 
not working. 

“They need repairs and equip- 
ment replacements. At least three 
months of intensive work are 
needed to put them back into 
service,” TASS quoted K. 
Kerimov, administrative head of 
the oilfield, as saying of the idle 
wells. 

In the past 10 days, the 26 
Baku Commissars field fell 
behind schedule by more than 

10,000 tonnes of oil, the report 
said. -It did not say what the tar- 
get production had been. 

Other oilfields affected by the 
unrest were Kirovneft and Aziz- 
bekovneft, TASS said. 

The situation is being discussed 
in work collectives, which are 
jointly looking for ways out of 
the dramatic situation.” 

The Soviet army was sent to 
Baku on January 20 in what the 
Kremlin said was an attempt to 
stop ethnic clashes and put down 
an Azeri nationalist revolt Since 
then, most of Baku's population 
has refused to go to work in 
protest. 

Azerbaijan provides about 
five per cent of Soviet oil produc- 
tion. The flow from offshore 
wells in the Caspian Sea accounts 
for about 250,000 barrels per 
day. 

But the area also accounts for 
60 per cent of oil field equipment 
manufactured in the Soviet 
.Union, meaning strikes there can 
hurt oil production nation-wide.

LUXEMBOURG, Jan 30, (AP): 
Consumer prices in the 12-nation 
European Economic Commun- 
ity rose 0.3 per cent in December 
1989 from the previous month, 
the EEC’s statistical service 
Eurostat said in a statement 
today. 

The year-to-year inflation rate 
stood at 5.4 per cent, one percen- 
tage point higher than a rate of 
4.4 per cent in December, 1988. 
Year-to-year inflation was 
higher in all EEC nations except 
Portugal, Eurostat said. 

By comparison, the US year- 
to-year inflation rate stood 4.6 
per cent in December while 
Japan's inflation rate was 2.6 per 
cent, the statement said.

Japan Week aims to show genuine image 


Envoy hopes to expand trade links

A PROFILE of Japanese People, 
is the title of the Japan Week 
1990 to be held in Kuwait from 
Feb 2-6, under the auspices of the 
Information Minister Sheikh 
Jaber Mubarak Al Sabah. 
Speaking to newsmen during a 

J ress conference yesterday, the 
apanese Ambassador to 
Kuwait, Tsuyoshi Kurokawa, 
said that the Japan Week aims at 
showing the genuine image of 
Japan. 

Kurokawa praised economic 
and political relations between 
Kuwait and Japan. He added 
that people here have enough 
information on Japan, and in 
general are quite well-informed 


about what is happening in 
Japan through the local media. 

Japan in the past 150 years was 
totally unknown to the world as 
it basically was an agricultural 
society and was far cry from the 
technological giant it is today. 
But after Japan opened its doors 
to the world, it tried to introduce 
the fruit of modern civilisation 
harmoniously in combination 
with its tradition and culture. 

About the Japan Week 1990 in 
Kuwait, the ambassador said 
that it focuses on four areas. The 
first is to introduce traditional 
culture of Japan including folk 
dances, tea ceremony demon.- 
stration, flower arrangements 
and cooking. 

Second is related to the 
modern aspect of Japan through 


holding investment and banking 
seminars to get the recent infor- 
mation on Japanese trends of 
business, current trends of 
Japanese and world economy. 
An exhibition of the most recent 
electronic products, toys, books 
and cars will also be added to the 
insight on Japan. Third is about 
Japanese exhibition of 
traditional old and new craft- 
manship. Old and new Japanese 
films will also be shown in co- 
ordination with Kuwait Cinema 
Club. 

He added that the last area is 
new and is realised through the 
Kuwaiti and Japanese Friend- 
ship Society. The international 
understanding is mutual under- 
standing. In co-ordination with 
the society some aspects of the

Kuwaiti life wfll be presented to 
the Japanese community here. 


Replying to a question on 
encouraging tourism to Japan, 
the official admitted that tourism 
in Japan is still underdeveloped 
partly due to the unfavourable 
exchange rate between the yen 
and other main currencies. 

He added that they have been 
observing the rapid development 
of new style of tourism in the last . 
few years that feature not only 
exclusive hotels but also hotels of 
reasonable prices along with the 
expansion of transportation net- 
works. He saia that some 
endeavours are going on to 
attract more tourists from the 
region. 

Regarding Kuwait — Japan- 
ese economic relations, Kurok- 
awa said that the volume of trade 
between the two countries in the 


last year from January to 
October was S2.3 billion. There is 
a possibility to enlarge the 
volume of trade. So far neither 
Japan nor Kuwait governments 
see the 'necessity of making 
specific arrangements in the field 
of economic exchange and trade. 
The free trade and market system 
in Japan tries not to intervene 
into the activities of Japanese 
private companies, but to give 
them a free hand. 

According to the ambitious 
Kuwaiti Five-Year Plan there 
are proposals for heightened 
economic activities here in 
Kuwait and hoped that trade 
activities between Kuwait and 
Japan would be expanded in the 
coming years. 

Replying to a question about 


the possibility of having a 
Kuwaiti Week in Japan, the 
official said in 1986 the GCC 
couniries jointly hosted a week- 
long festival in Japan. Japan is 
ready to offer help in co-ordina- 
tion. with the Japan-Kuwait 
Society in Tokyo and Arab 
Friendship Society in Tokyo to 
introduce Kuwait to the Japan- 
ese. 

About introducing more 
specialised weeks of modern 
industry and technology in 
Kuwait, he said that it is very 
difficult to implement such 
projects within a short span or 
time. However, such projects 
were organised in USA and 
Europe, also he did not exclude 
the possibility of having such 
projects in the future. 


Bahrain, US firm 
sign crude contract 


Harken to carry out 3-year exploration 


BAHRAIN, Jan 30, (Reuter): 
Bahrain signed a contract with 
the US firm Harken Petroleum 
today to drill for oil and gas off its 
northern coast, the Gulf News 
Agency (GNA) quoted Industry 
and Development Minister 
Yousef Shi rawi as saying. 

Shirawi said Harken, a Texas- 
based “wildcat” firm, would 
carry out a three-year explora- 
tion programme off theislands of 
Muharraq and Umm Nasan and 
on the Coral Reef of Fasht Al 
Jarim. 

If drilling was successful, 
profits would be shared between 
Harken and the Bahrain 
National Petroleum Company 
for 35 years, Shirawi said. The 
report gave no further details. 
AO C . [ W ildcat wells are drille d wi th 


underlying rock formations. 

Bahrain produces about 

45,000 barrels per day (bpd) 
from dwindling oil reserves 
which are expected to run out by 
the turn of the century. It buys 


most of the oQ for its 250,000 bpd 
refinery from Saudi Arabia. 

It also produces about 700 
million cubic feet a day of gas 
from estimated reserves of about 

10,000 billion cubic feet. 

Non-Opec oil producing 
countries are planning a meeting 
of experts with Opec in March, a 
senior Omani oil official said 
today. 

“We are in touch with (the) 
Opec secretariat to have a meet- 
ing in March either before or 
after Opec's market monitoring 
committee meeting,” Rashid Al 
Barwani, director of marketing 
atOman's Ministry ofPetroleum 
and Minerals told Reuters in a 
telephone interview. 

He said no date or venue has 
been set v eL 

upec s market monitoring 
committee will meet in Vienna on 
March 15 and all 13 members of 
Opec are expected to attend. 

The non-Opec group compr- 
ises Oman, Egypt, Angola, 
Malaysia, China, Mexico,

In February 1989, seven non-

Meanwhile, a key Opec official

Iran signs oil refinery contract 


NICOSIA, Jan 30, (Reuter): Iran has signed a 
contract with a consortium of Italian and Japanese 
firms to build a $ 1.2-billion oil refinery at the Gulf 
port of Bandar Abbas, Oil Minister Gholamreza 
Aqazadeh said today. 

Iranian television said the contract for the refin- 
ery, due to come on stream by March 1994toprocess 

220.000 barrels per day (bpd) of heavy crude oil and 

12.000 bpd of liquidsfrom the nearby Sarkhoon Gas 
Complex, was signed last night. 

Aqazadeh said the refinery would cost SI. 2 
billion. He did not name any of the foreign firms 
involved nor make dear how muph the contract with 
the consortium was worth. 

The minister said on the television that Iranian 
engineers were involved in drawing up the project 
and would be concerned in building the refinery. 
The plant would become Iran’s eighth oil refinery 


and part of its output would be exported, be said. It 
would become operational after another refinery 
uow being built in Arak in central Iran. 

The Bandar Abbas plant would be environment- 
friendly and use advanced technology, the minister 
said. 

Aqazadeh said one-fifth of the two million man- 
hours needed in drawing up the refinery project and 
four-fifth of the 40 million man-hours for its ins- 
tallation would be provided by Iranian engineers 
and workers. 

Contracts had been made with Iran’s heavy indus- 
tries ministry to manufacture 25,000 tonnes of the 
plant's 130,000 tonnes of machinery, the minister 
added. 

In an another development a prominent United 
Arab Emir ates official today asserted that all indica- 
tions show that oil is still and will remain the 
essential and principal source of energy in the world. 


Bonn economist sees strong growth 


COPENHAGEN, Jan 30, (Reuter): The chief economist 
of West Germany's biggest bank, Deutsche Bank, said 
today he expected West German economic growth to stay 
ahead of its competitors, helped by the flow of East 
German immigrants. 

Norbert Walter also told a business conference on East 
Europe in the 1990s that East Germany might have to seek 
a form of economic reunification with West Germany as 
early as this year. 

“The West German economy will on average grow at 
least one percentage point faster in the first half of the 
1 990s than in the 1 980s, and even this may be a t the low end 
of what is probable, ” Walter said, without giving a precise 
forecast 

All forecasts ofWest Germany growth made in ! 988 and 
1989 were on the low side, he said. Forecasts for growth of 
gross national product this year range from 3.5 to four per 
cent. 

A major element was the influx of immigrants from East 
Germany, 350,000 last year and some 2,000 a day so far in 


1 990, a rate he predicted would be maintained at least until 
summer. 

The influx of young, skilled, highly motivated people 
created added demandfor housing, consumer goods, gave 
new flexibility to an increasingly immobile workforce and 
increased the country's productive potential, Walter said. 

Despite fears in West Germany of greater competition 
for blue collar jobs, unemployment had actually fallen by 
some 200.000 m the past year, he said. In economic terms 
“I feel Germany has a very good chance to be the 
locomotive for Europe at large in the coming years," 
Walter added. 

Whoever won the East German elections in March, 
there was a risk of a continuing high level of emigration, 
and East Germany might collapse, forcing its government 
to seek reunification with Bonn. Walter said. 

“There might be no alternative for any East Gerjnan 
government but to ask for economic and currency union 
with West Germany," be said. “I believe this could happen 
as early as this year," he added.

confines of a deficit reduction law which 
requires the deficit be more than $64 
billion in fiscal 1991. 

Bush says his plan would bring the 
1 99 1 deficit to $63. 1 billion without any 
new taxes. But budget analysts say the 
administration arrived at that number by 
using some of the gimmickry that has 
marked previous budgets. 

Bush relies heavily on robust econ- 
omic growth, envisaging a nine per cent 
rise in revenues offsetting the three per 
cent rise in spending. 

The plan assumes gross national 
product (GNP) will expand by 2.6 per 
cent from the fourth quarter of 1989 to 
the fourth quarter of 1 990. A 3.3 percent 
growth rate is projected for fiscal 1991. 

Many fiscal anajysts believe the 
administration’s predictions are too rosy 
and that after seven years of uninterrup- 


ted growth the economy is due for a 
recession or, at the very least, a sig- 
nificant slowdown. 

While Bush's proposal to povide tax 
benefits for special family savings plans is 
likely to get a warm reception in Con- 
gress, another battle is likely over his plan 
to cut thecapital gains tax, which oppon- 
ents say will only help the wealthy. 

Passage of Bush’s plan has been com- 
plicated by a competing tax reduction 
proposal from Senator Patrick Moyni- 
han, a New York Democrat who wants 
to benefit all workers by cutting social 
security taxes. 

Meanwhile Prime Minister Toshiki 
Kaifu said today he welcomed President 
Bush’s budget plan as “it shows an enth- 
usiastic US attitude toward reducing the 
budget deficit” 


Bush sent to Congress yesterday a 
$1.23 trillion fiscal 1991 programme 
which anticipates a deficit of $63.1 
billion. 

“We appreciate the effort the United

Moriyama also said the closure of 
three US military bases in South Korea 
will not adversely affect the defence of 
Japan and the region.

WASHINGTON. Jan 30, (AF): 
US consumer spending rose 73 
per cent in 1989, its slowest 
advance in three years, while 
incomes Jumped 9 per cent, the 
largest increase in five years, the 
government said today. 

The Commerce Department 
said spending totalled $3.58 
trillion last year, posting the 
s mall est gain since a 6.4 per cent 
advance in 1986. 

' Consumer spending is con- 
sidered a barometer of economic 
health because it accounts for 
about two-thirds of the nation’s 
economic activity. The depart- 
ment reported last Friday that 
spending posted a rare decline of 
0.1 per cent during the entire 
fourth quarter of 1989. 

Incomes totalled $4.43 trillion 
last year, their 9 per cent rise 
marked the sharpest jump since a 
9.5 per cent increase in 1 984. 

Americans' savings rate, sav- 
ings as a per cent of disposable 
income, rose to 5.5 per cent form 
a 4-2 per cent rate in 1988. It was 
the highest rate since the 6. 1 per 
cent posted in 1984. 

On a monthly basis, spending 
rose 0.5 per cent to a seasonally 
adjusted annual rate of 53.58 
trillion in Deosmber, the smallest 
increase since a 1 per cent 
advance last August 

Incomes, however, edged up 
just 0.5 per cent to a seasonally 
adjusted annual rate of 54.57 
trillion, the smallest increase 
since a 0.2 per cent gain last Sep- 
tember. 

The unusually cold weather 
contributed to the December 
jump in spending. Expenditures 
for fuel oil, electricity and 
natural gas increased 515.1 
billion following a 3.1 per cent 
increase in November.

Iran seeks Japanese help in economic plan 


TOKYO, Jan 30, (Agencies): Iran is 
seeking Japanese expertise and finance 
fora five-year plan aimed at reviving its 
war-tom economy, Japanese trade 
officials said today. 

An Iranian Oil Ministry mission on a 
week-long visit to Tokyo unveiled 
details of a new economic plan allowing 
for the use of up to $27 billion of foreign 
debt in meetings with executives at 
Japanese trading companies. 

On the Iranian project list are oil and 
gas development, refinery upgrading 
and petrochemical production. One 
source said Iran wants to develop super 
heavy crude oil fields, which have 
reserves estimated by Iran to total 30 
billion barrels. 

Trade sources said the delegation, 
led by Deputy Oil Minister Madjed 


Hedyatzadeh, gave no details of the 
projects. 

An official at a Japanese trade house 
said Iran wants to upgrade its refineries 
to raise domestic lubricant supplies. 

He said Iran is unlikely to ask for 
Japanese yen credit and would rather 
seek more advance payment of oil bills 
to whidi major Japanese traders agreed 
last year. 

Iranian President Hashemi Rafsan- 
jani yesterday thanked the parliament 
and its oversight committee for review- 
ing and approving his SI 12 billion five- 
year plan, Tehran television reported. 

The broadcast, monitored in 
Nicosia, quoted Rafsanjani as saying 
“I thank the g uardian council and the 
parliament for approving the five-year 


plan, and express the government's 
readiness to implement it in its 
entirety." 

The Islamic Republic News Agency 
reported earlier this week that the 12- 
member guardian council, which 
screens legislation for conformity with 
Islam and the constitution, sent parts of 
the plan back to parliament for amend- 
ment. 

Iraa, also monitored in Nicosia, did 
not say what portions of the plan were 
found objectionable, nor has it repor- 
ted on its subsequent approval. 

It was not dear whether Rafsanjani 
was thanking the council for giving the 
go ahead to parts ofhis plan, or whether 
the blocked portions of the scheme had 
also been approved. 


He was speaking at an unusual meet- 
ing of all the top leadership in the coun- 
try that the radio said was called to plan 
celebrations for the upcoming 11th 
anniversary of the 1979 revolution that 
brought the clergy to power.

Algeria to double 
gas exports in ’90s 


Debt-ridden economy to get a boost 


ALGIERS, Jan 30. (Reuter): 
Algeria, already one of the 
world's top gas exporters, plans 
to double sales in the 1990s, 
providing a welcome boost for its 
debt-ridden economy. 

Officials of the state-run 
energy group Sonatrach predict 
growing demand for gas in the 
United States, Western and Cen- 
tral Europe and in neighbouring 
Maghreb states linked to Algeria 
in a regional economic group. 

Sonatrach’s ambitious plans 
include new natural gas pipelines 
to Europe and new production 
facilities, to be financed largely 
wilhfbreign money. 

“Our vision is very clear,” the 
company's deputy general man- 
ager Mustapna Faid said in an 
interview. 

“By the year 2000, we aim for 
an export capacity of between 60 
billion anti 80 billion cubic 
metres a year of natural gas and 
liquefied natural gas (LNG). 

“We also plan to double 
liquefied petroleum gas (LPG) 
(export capacity) to seven 
million tonnes annually ." 

Last year Sonatrach exported 
a record 1 7.2 billion cubic metres 
of LNG, up 20 per cent over 
1988, making it the world’s 


second largest exporter after 
Indonesia. Natural gas exports 
climbed six per cent to 12.2 
billion cubic metres. 

With Algeria’s oil output lik- 
ely to remain steady at about 
750,000 barrels a day, rising gas 
revenue will play a vital role in 
pulling the country out of its 
economic crisis. 

The country needs more cash 
to pay off 524 bfllion in foreign 
debt, feed and house a burgeon- 
ing population of about 24 
million and revive stagnant 
industries. » 

Algeria's proven natural gas 
reserves of nearly three trillion 
cubic metres are the largest in 
Africa and the seventh largest in 
the woiid. 

Work! demand for gas is rising 
as environmental concerns 
prompt consumers in industrial- 
ised countries to switch from dir- 
tier fuels. 

Within weeks, Sonatrach 
expects to sign con tracts with US 
and French firms to revamp and 
expand gas liquefaction plants at 
Anew on the Western coast and 
Skikdaintbeeast 

Faid said work would be com- 
pleted by the end of 1992, boost- 
ing total LNG capacity to 33 


billion cubic metres a year from 
around 25 billion. 

Construction of a new LNG 
uni t of around five bfllion cubic 
metres a year was planned by the 
turn of the century. 

Faid projected LNG sales to 
the United States at 12 billion 
cubic metres a year by the mid- 
1990s, up from 6.7 billion now. 

Natural gas exports are to 
double in the comma decade to 
30 billion to 40 billion cubic 
metres a year through construc- 
tion of a pipeline to Spain and 
expansion of an existing one to 
Italy. 

Italy, Alania’s largest natural 
gas buyer, has agreed to help add 
a fourth line under the 
Mediterranean from Tunisia to 
Sicily to expand deliveries from 
East Algeria's giant Hassi R’Mel 
Field. 

The project, due for comple- 
tion by 1993, would boost 
capacity to 22 billion cubic 
metres a year from 16 billion.

Economic ties back on track 


Bonn to give credit to Iran 


NICOSIA, Jan 30, (Reuter): West Germany said 
yesterday it would give Iran a 500-million-mark 
(5270 million) credit for long-term projects, the 
Iranian news agency Iraa reported. 

It said the move was announced in a joint com- 
munique issued at the end of a three-day visit to 
Tehran by Dieter von Wuerzrn. state secretary in 
Bonn's Economy Ministry. 

The West German export guarantee office would 
also lift limitations on short-term credits, Iraa said. 

Von Wuerzen and 63 officials, bankers and indus- 
trialists held talks with Iranian officials on 
collaboration in Iran’s five-year development plan, 
the agency reported. 

Foreign 'Minister Ali Akbar Velayati told Von 
Wuerzen on Sunday that Iran hoped lor active West 
German participation in its economic reconstruc- 
tion. 

The t alks appeared to have put economic ties 


back on track after Bonn cancelled some contacts in 
protest at the death order against British author 
Salman Rushdie issued by the late Ayatollah 
Khomeini nearly one year ago. 

Bonn was Tehran's biggest trade partner in 1988. 
West Germany exported goods worth 5 1 .6 billion to 
Iran cornered with imports of$600 million, most of 
it crude oil.

Swedish 
banks hit 
by strike 

STOCKHOLM, Jan 30, (UPI): 
Swedish banks remained closed 
Monday after unions represent- 
ing 50,000 bank personnel rejec- 
ted a mediated wage settlement 
and said they were prepared to 
stay on strike until summer if 
necessary. 

“We can strike until the sum- 
mer. The offer was too low and 
won’t compensate our members 
who have dropped behind over 
the last years,” said bank 
employees union president Rolf 
Blom Monday. 

Swedish Bank Employers 
Association chairman Carl Sun- 
dvik did not appear in a hurry to 
call for new negotiations. 

"Well give them time to calm 
down. They have unrealistic 
expectations and negotiations 
are meaningless for the 
moment," Sundvik said. 

The total bank closure in 
Sweden came Monday after the 
rejection by unions of a final 
compromise proposal, put for- 
ward by a panel of official 
arbitrators. 

The proposal offered a blanket 
monthly 1,100 kronor (5200) or 
1 1 .2 per cent payrise for all bank- 
ing personnel.

Budget may fall short of immigration needs 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, Jan 30, (Reuter): The 
Israeli government presented a S32-bflHon budget 
yesterday but Finance Minister Shimon Petes said 
it might not cover the costs of mass Soviet Jewish 
immigration. 

Peres has budgeted some S510 milli on for 
immigration in the 1990 fiscal year, be ginning on 
April 1. based on an estimated 40.000 new arrivals. 

Immigration is currently r unning at 5,000 a 
month. The Absorption Ministry now expects up to 
100,000 Soviet Jews to arrive in the coming year, 
possibly more if the Kremlin allows direct flights 
between Moscow and Tel Aviv. 

“This sum win not meet all the needs if the 
number of immigrants doubles. Even as we present 
this budget today, we must think about additional 
potential sources (of funds) for immigrant absorp-

fluid immigration. 

Peres told parliament there would be no new 
taxes or forced loans to fund immigration. He said 
on Sunday the cost might be met by selling state 
corporations and the government's majority share- 
holding in the major commercial banks. 

Deputy Finance Minister Yossi Beilin and Bank 
of Israel head Michael Bruno have said the £6.3 
billion defence budget should be cut if more cash is 
needed. 

The Defence Ministry counters that its budget is 
already being effectively cut by failure to make 
good the full extra cost of fighting the Palestinian 
uprising, estimated at 5225 million a year. 

Peres said he boasted the defence budget by S 1 25 
million due to the uprising and because many Arab 
countries, officially at war with Israel, were contin- 
uing to buy arms. 

The treasury and the Central Bank said in a joint 
statement that the wave of immigration would 

boost economic growth but fuel inflation, at least in 


the short term. 

The statement forecast gross domestic product 
(GDP) would grow by four per cent in 1990 if 
40,000 immigrants arrived and by five per cent if the 
number of Soviet Jews readied 100,000. 

GDP grew by only one per cent in each of the last 
two years, mainly due to effects of the uprising in 
the occupied West Bank and Gaza Strip. 

The treasury and the Central Bank did not 
forecast 1990 inflation but said they hoped it would 
not be much higher than last year’s 20.7 per cent. 

The statement hinted that Israel might increase 
foreign borrowing to finance Soviet immigration. 

Debt service accounts for mo re than one- third of 
tiie 1990 budget with S5.1 billion earmarked for 
interest payments and £6 billion for repayment of 
principal. 

The 1990 budget deficit is set at £1.9 billion, 
compared with an actual deficit of S2 billion in 1989 

Parliament was due to transfer the budget to its 
finance committee for discussion.

US budget

WASHINGTON, Jan 30, (Ren- 
ter): The United States defence 
budget for fiscal 1991 raveOed , 
yesterday has cast doubt over two 
maM-Muioa dollar deab to sell 
tanks to Egypt and Sandi Arabia.

At an auction of some of George’s cars, 
a collector paid a cool 580,000 for that 
Batmobile. He explained: “And 1 built 
Bobby Darren’s dream car. 

“It took six and a half years... and the 
finished car was valued at $150,000. Zsa 
Zsa Gabor’s gold-plated Rolls-Royce was 
also in the ’over $100,000* brackets." 

One of George Barris's own fantasies 
came true when he designed and built his 
own make of car, called The Barrister. He 
told me: “They cost $75,000 each. Bo 
Derek has one and Jimmy Caan and Tom 
Jones ordered theirs. It’s a pretty elaborate 
car. coach-built on a Corvette chassis. 

“The Barrister has a 350 cubic engine 
and 1 built a complete, aerodynamicaDy- 
designed pew body. It is a modern classic, 
but with the old-time pipes coming out the 
sides." 

George is a star among stars, and most 
celebrities who come to smell tbeexhilarat- 


ing scent of oil, petrol and paint stay to 
b^ome personal friends. 

And George stays in business by giving 
special services. No way-out w him is too 
much trouble. He said: “David Carradine 
brought in his BMV roadster. He didn’t 
have seats in it, but sat on a Pakistan 
carpet. 

“David asked me for a special paint job. 
When I asked him what colour he wanted, 
he opened a paper bag and pulled out a 
peach. I did the car that exact colour... with 
fuzz and all. 

“Another time, I was playing backgam- 
mon in a club with singer Cher, She had 
just got a new Mercedes, and was into new 
colours. 

“We discussed what colour I should 
paint her car. and Cher derided she would 
like it to match her dress .... a kind of 
turquoise and white. She pulled up the 
dress, toreoffthe hem andhandedit tome.

To George, every custom car tells a 
story. He went om “That John Travolta is 
a very nice, quiet young fellow to work 
with. He wanted something with a lot of 
performance, and with ‘a performance 
look.’ 

“So we got him a TransAm Firebird and 


the big 426 Pontiac engine and we made 
him the Travolta Firebird Fever. It had 
special fenders, big, western wheels and 
racing tyres. 

“We decorated the interior just like this 
Urban Cowboy movie. There was cow 
hide over the seats, and the gear shift was in 
a saddle. John worked with me on all the 
designs arid concepts.” 

George went on: "Then there was 
Farrah Fawcett ... she was another person 
who wanted to be part of her car. She 
selected the type of leather and the colour 
— British racing green. 

“Farrah had her name on the side of the 
car and her initials on the saddle-type 
upholstery. We put on special fenders, 
wide wheels and a con vertible'top. 

“Then she had a TV set inside and a 
four-way telephone. It was a kind of foxy- 
looking car, so we called it the Foxy- 
vetle." 

Even in the town where overkill is a way 
of life, George's creation for the late 
Liberace was guaranteed to stand out in a 
crowded parking lot. 

He tola me: “We did the whole of the 
interior of his Cadillac Eldorado converti- 
ble like a grand piano: The seats were 
piano-shaped with an intial *L’ on the back 
and piano keys on the seats.

a lot of blacks went out West. Many 
were adopted by the Indian tribes 
because of the colour of tbeir skins. 

“Sialism conflict, bui up to three 
oft cf every Tin e cow boys at that time 
were black Our story, spanning 40 
years, tells of a family being torn 
apart by one of its members As they 
try desperately to keep together, 
there is violence, love, passion and 
hale. 

“The action moves from New 
Orleans, through Texas and 
Colorado and up in Montana. My 
character is a gunfightcr.” 

But the next time viewers see BLur, 
it will be m a madc-for-TV movie 
called Murder in Mississippi. In ibis, 
he plays James Chaney, one of three 
civil rights workers murdered by the 
Ku Klux Klan in 1964.. 

"ft is set in the su months leading 
up to the men ’5 deaths. A film I made 
before this. Mississippi Burning, 
sinned with (he deaths and was 
about the F.B.I. investigation into 
them. 

“You may have thought it strange 
that an actor who plays a sharp L.A 
lawyer should want to be a cowboy. 
Weil, my role here as a real Mississip- 
pi country boy is very different 
from Jonathan Rollins, too 

”1 play James, Tom Hulcc from 
Amadeus is rights worker Mickey 
Schwa mer. Jennifer Grey, of Dirty 
Dancing, plays his wife and the other 
civil rights nun is Andrew Good- 
man, who was in the movie Dead 
Poets' Society. 

“The story is basically about 
James Chaney and Mickey Schwar- 
ner in Mississippi during the last days 
of potent racism and segregation. 
The two friends from different 
worlds come together and fight 
together. 

“James is a black country boy and 
Mickey is a while, Jewish social 
worker from New York. He arrives 
in a world where there is a definatc 
distinction between black and white, 
and you don’t mix the two. I'm very 
excited about the whole thing.” 

And. behind the scenes in real life, 
Blair works to help black children in 
need. 

Within the last y ear, he has helped 
to set up a chanty called Institute For 
Black Parenting. It is the only organ- 
isation in Los Angeles that helps to 
find homes for black children who 
have fallen on hard times. 

Blair explained sofUy: "My IQ- 
year-old sister Melfisa — my little 
buddy — is adopted. So I'm very 
much involved. In- this city alone 
there are about 200 black children 
who need homes for various reasons. 


‘Daisy’ author re-writes himself 

Better job with the movie script 


HOLLYWOOD, (UPI): Nothing kills a writer's soul as 
thoroughly as watching his theatrical work rewritten for 
the movies. 

Traditionally, studios and producers have bought the 
screen rights to hit plays and then, for belter or worse, 
turned them over to screenwriters. Playwriting and screen- 
writing are, after all, different disciplines and few can do 
both. 

A notable current exception is Alfred Uhry, who wrote 
the spectacularly successful "Driving Miss Daisy” for the 
theater and won a puhtzer prize for his efforts. 

And wonder of wonders, be was selected by producers 
Richard and Lili Zanuck to write the movie script. 
Reared 

As things turned out, be did as good or better a job wilh 
the movie as he did with the play. 

Uhry. who was reared in Atlanta where “Driving M iss 
Daisy” takes place, just may win an Oscar for best screen- 
play based on material from another medium. 

He says the- difference in writing for the two is the 
difference between “show” and “teU.” 

“In a play you have to tell a lot because the audience 
doesn't see a great many things,” he said. “For instance, 
the secondary characters have to be discussed because they 
aren't seen. When you write a screenplay you show a lot of 
things that don't need idling.” 

The scenery and props lor “Driving Miss Daisy" on 
stage consisted of two stools and one easy chair. There 
were only three people in the play. 

The movie fleshed out all the characters and opened up 
the story to indude exteriors of all kinds, dozens of actors, 
interiors of automobiles, church services and a variety of 
sets. 

Andy Cummings, location scout for the film, chose the 
very same house in winch Uhry's grandmother lived when 
he was growing up as a boy. 

“When I wrote the play I had no expectations or it 
becoming a movie,” the writer said. “But Uid see it as a 
movie in ray head and it had 16 scenes — which is an awful 
lot for a play. 


“In writing the screenplay my instinct was that I would 
have a locale to tell the story with fewer words. Audiences 
could sue the house and garden and the car accident and 
details, including the twitch of facial muscles. 

“All of that can be seen with the camera . The operative 
word for films is “showing” as a rule of thumb. In the 
theatre you need more “telfing.” 

“I Director) Bruce Beresford encouraged me to go fur- 
ther down the ‘show’ path. In almost every scene there were 
chunks of dialogue from the play that 1 didn’t need. So I 
allowed myself to become the camera. 

"Dropping so much dialogue was difficult until 2 got 
used to it. It look me longer to imagine the story as a 
screenplay than it took me to write die play. The only other 
screenplay I’d written was "Mystic Pizza.” 

Relationship 

Uhry grinned and said “Driving Miss Daisy" has no 
plot, only a small collection of details in the 25-year 
relationship between a prickly southern matron and her 
black chauffeur. 

His task was made easier by the casting of Morgan 
Freeman, who originated the chauffeur's role on stage, in 
the movie. 

“Morgan gave the same performance he did on stage, 
only now you can see it better/’ Uhry said, “f lost my cool 
when 1 thought the Zanucks might hire a famous movie 
star for the role of Hoke. No once could play it as well os 
Morgan. But the Canucks wanted him, even though he 
might have been difficult to sell to a studio. They wanted to 
make the same film I had in mind. 

“Jessica (Tandy 1 did a wonderful job in the film .She was 
our first choice because Dana Ivey (who starred in the 
stage version) was too young lo do it on screen. 

”1 was terrified another writer might have been called in. 
A lot of plays are ruined by producers who hire the wrong 
writers and directors. 

“The Zanucks took a big chance with me. When I saw 
the finished product. I saw the movie I had envisioned in 
my head. For a writer.it can’t get any better than this.”

Argentina hit by problems 


BUENOS AIRES, Jan 30, (Reuter): Argentina's hopes 
of retaining the World Cup could be hampered by 
preparation problems which include having a core of 
top players, Diego Maradona among them, at clubs 
halfway across the globe. 

Although a group including Camera un. the Soviet 
Union and Romania should not be too daunting, 
national coach Carlos Bilardo is worried that poor 
fitness levels and a lack of team experience may under- 
mine his ambitions. 

"'We ha ve two difficulties. One is the slow recovery of 
the iqjured players and the other is that we can never 
play together as a team as many members are in 
Europe." said Bilardo. who has declined to add the 
individual problems of his captain Maradona to his list 
of worries. 

Maradona, Argentina's inspiration and match win- 
ner in Mexico four years ago when they lifted the World 
Cup for the second time, is just one of a number of 
leading Argentine players who are employed by 
European dubs. 

Other Europe-based stars likely to play a major part 
in Bilardo's team include Jorge Burruchaga (Nantes. 
France), Gabriel Calderon (Paris Saint Germain), 
Oscar Rugged (Real Madrid) and Claudio Caniggia 
(Atalanta, Italy). 

On a recent tour, with many key players missing, 
Argentina were beaten 2-0 by Monaco, drew 0-0 with 
Guatemala and lost 2-0 to Mexico in Los Angdes. 

Bilardo was undaunted. "I am not interested in the 
results of these games. Things would be very different if 
all of my players were available." he said. 

Much, however, will depend upon the physical and 
emotional condition of Maradona. 

Having recovered from the traumatic series of events 
which led him into a prolonged dispute with his Italian 
club Napoli and which threatened his future in both 
Italian and international soccer, Maradona has begun 
training in earnest for whatcould be his last World Cup 
appearance. 

After an unimpressive performance for Argentina in 
the South American championship won by Brazil last 
year, he requires a major effort and the recovery of his 
best form Urns contribution to the team is to match that 
of Mexico in 1986. 

"I do not think that Maradona will be out of shape 
because it would not soil him to fail in what he says 


might be his last World Cup," said Bilardo, who has 
remained loyal to bis captain. 

Maradona, who started the Italian League season 
late following his now infamous, unauthorised exten- 
ded holiday, has the advantage of being fresh. In 
addition to his late return to duty, holders Napoli were 
knocked out of the UEFA Cup at an early stags and the 
explosive forward therefore has reduced demands on 
his energy between now surd the finals. 

Another star of the 1986 team who is battling to 
regain his best form before the 24-team finals begin in 
June is Jorge Valdano. He recently returned to profes- 
sional soccer after leaving Spain's Real Madrid two 
years ago after a bout of hepatitis. 

Valdano. 34, was in good shape in the training 
sessions prior to Argentina's January tour and it was 
hoped he would be able to rediscover the skilful and 
influential midfield form which was an important part 
. of the Mexico triumph. 

His inclusion would be..a. tactical. bonus,. too. for 
Bilardo as Valdano has the versatility and intelligence 
to blend well between midfield and attack in support of 
Maradona. 

Bilardo, who has carefully blended European-style 
steel with South American skills in his side, says he does 
not expect any revolutionary new tactics or systems to 
emerge from the finals in Italy. 

He believes all the 24 nations, like Argentina, will 
play with three defenders, five midfielders and two 
forwards and that higb-quality, imaginative and bold 
passing will be important. 

“The passes will have to be dynamic, fast and with 
great precision. Our midfielders ended the season with 
an average of only one goal per year. In Rome they will 
have to attack to be worth their places," be said. 

In Bilardo's view, Argentina have been very fortun- 
ate in avoiding a European team and drawing 
Cameroun as their opponents in the tournament-open- 
ing showpiece match in Milan on June 8. 

“This favours us since we will not have the pressure 
that the fans could have put on us in Milan,'' he 
explained. "Argentina will then face the Soviet Union 
and Romania in Naples...and there I’m sure it will be 
like being the home team. 

“Our group is not one of the most difficult But 
neither is it the easiest."

Hosts Italy face dual World Cup pressures KfSSK 


Vialli and Ancelotti still recovering 


ROME, Jan 30, (Reuter): Italy 
will be under pressure from the 
past and the present when they 
kick-off their bid to win the 
World Cup soccer finals against 
Austria in Rome on June 9. 

As hosts, Italy carry the hopes 
of a nation united by few things 
as much as by their love o f soccer. 

And, as three times former 
winners of the trophy, they bear 
the burden of history as they 
attempt to win the World Cup 
for a record fourth time. 

Bookmakers, no doubt 
encouraged by the precedent of a 
home victory set when the finals 
last took place in Italy in 1934, 
have installed the host side as 
favourites to add to their trium- 
phs of that year, 1938 and 1982. 

The draw Iasi December has 
put Italy in the weakest of the six 
first round groups for the 24- 
nation finals in June and July. 
Matched against Austria. Cze- 
choslovakia and the United 
States, Italy should proceed 
comfortably to at least the quar- 
terfinals'. 

But doubts have already been 
raised about the ability of a 
young squad brimming with 
talent from the Game's richest 
league to cope with the stress of 
fulfilling every Italian's dreams. 

“I think Italy normally would 
be one of the favourites," Pele of 
BraziL the only other country to 
win the World Cup three times, 
said during the draw in Rome. 
“Butyou have to take account of 
the pressure of the crowds.” 

The strains of an exhausting 
season in Italy, where top clubs 
are playing twice a week to meet 
commitments before the finals, 
are also taking their toll.

Gianluca Vialli. the gifted 
Saxnpdoria striker charged with 
scoring Italy's World Cup goals, 
has broken a foot and is expected 
to be out of soccer until late 
February. 

Midfielder Carlo Ancelotti, of 
European and world club cham- 
pions AC Milan, has not yet 
returned to the national squad 
following a cartilage operation 
and Internarionale Milan defen- 
der Riccardo Fern is recovering 
from shoulder surgery. 

All three men are key compon- 
ents of Italy’s expected world 
Cup squad and their absence, as 
well as the frenetic pace of Italian 
soccer, have come to trouble 
manager Azeglio Vicini in the 
run-up to the finals. 

Vicini, in charge sinoe Italy's 


return from a second round exit 
at the 1986 World Cup finals in 
Mexico, has only two more 
warm-up matches in which to 
prepare his side — against 
European champions the Neth- 
erlands on February 21 and Swit- 
zerland on March 31. 

He plans to announce his fin- 
als squad of 22 on April 30 and 
move to the Italian Soccer 
Federation training camp near 
Florence on May 5. The squad 
will switch in early June to a base 
in hills outside Rome, their first- 
round venue. 

“We’ll have 40 days between 
the end of the League and the 
start of the World Cup...that's 
when the real team will be bom, 
when you'll see an aggressive! 
fast, brilliant Italy again," Vicini 


said this month. 

He was speaking in the wake of

AUCKLAND, Jan 30, (Reuter): 
A record fifth swimming gold 
medal for Australian teenager 
Hayley Lewis restored the spar- 
kle to a Commonwealth Games 
hit by a second doping shock 
today. 

Lewis, 1 5 and unknown a year 
ago, became the most su ccessful 
woman competitor in the 60-year 
history of the Games. 

Her remarkable performance 
drew attention away, from the 
pouring rain which washed out 
some outdoor competition and 
news that a second athlete, 
believed to be a Welsh weightfif- 
ter, had tested positive for illegal 
drugs. 

Two other Australian teen- 
agers, gold medallist Glen Hous- 
man and runi»er-up Kieren Perk- 
ins, joined one of swimming’s 
greats, Vladimir Salnikov of the 
Soviet Union, as the only men to 
swim 1,500 metres in under 15 
minutes. 

Housman, who was robbed of 
Salnikov’s world record by a tim- 
ing equipment fault last month, 
narrowly failed to enter the 
record books once again, finish- 
ing 0.49 seconds outside Salnik- 
ov's mark with a time of 14 nrin- 
uies 55.25 seconds. . 

In the only athletics event 
Kenyan Douglas Wakiihuri 
add e d the Games marathon title 
to his world and London crowns, 
accelerating away from Aus- 
tralia’s Steve Moneghetti in the 
final kilometre to win in two 
hours 10 minutes 27 seconds. 

The event, run in the morning 
before heavy rain fell on grey and 
soggy Auckland, was a repeat of 
the 1989 London race. Monegh- 
etti, second then, admitted he 
saw little chance of ever catching 
the cosmopolitan Wakiihon 
who lives in three countries and 
speaks four languages. 


Between them Lewis, who 
added the 200 metres butterfly 
title to her portfolio, and Lisa 
Curry, who notched her fourth 
sold by winning the 50 metres 
freestyle, exceeded arch rival 
Canada’s total haul in the pool, 
underlining Australia's 
superiority. 

Another Australian woman, 
Decima Norman, won five ath- 
letics golds at the 1938 Gaines 
but Lewis also picked up a 
bronze. 

A day after Indian lifter 
Subratarumar Paul was sent 
borne after failing an initial test 
for steroids, Welsh team leader 
Myrddin John was summoned to 
a meeting to discuss a second 
positive test. 

Welsh deputy team manager 
Basil George said it was “highly 
possible" that a Welsh com- 
petitor was involved. Asked if the 
competitor was a weightlifter, 
George said: “It could well be.” 

Games organisers came under 
fire for opting for random testing 
for weighthfters against the 
advice of the International 
Weightlifting Federation which 
wanted ail medal winners to be 
automatically tested for drugs. 

The Commonwealth Weight- 
lifting Federation issued a 
statement urging governments 
world-wide to band together to 
elimina te drugs from the sport. 

“Without this commitment 
both small and large countries 
cannot implement their wish to 
ensure that maximum random 
drug testing is done during 
preparation as well as competi- 
tion periods," thesiatementsaid. * 
■ A second drug test on 
Subratakumar Paul, has proved 
positive. Games sources said 
today. 

The sources said the follow-up 
test had confirmed the presence 


of anabolic steroids in Paul's 
urine sample. 

Drugs checks for the Auck- 
land Games are being carried oat 
in Sydney because New Zealand 
does not have adequate testing 
facilities. 

Under international anti-dop- 
ing rules, team officials and ath- 
letes are entitled to be present 
when a follow-up test is conduc- 
ted after a poritive initial finding.

Mechelen want to play at Heysel 


BRUSSELS, Jan 30, (Reuter): Belgian champions 
Mechelen have asked for their European Cup quar- 
terfinal, first leg soccer match against holders AC 
Milan to be swithced to notorious Heysel stadium 
where 39 people died m a riot in 1985. 

Mechelen's financial manager, Piet Detyckere, 
said yesterday the Belgian Interior Minis try and the 
city of Brussels, owners of the stadium, had assured 
the European Football Union (UEFA) that safety 
could be guaranteed for the March 7 tie. 

The dub wanted the match moved because its 
own tiny stadium bad room for only 14,000 fans, he 
said. 

UEFA imposed a 1 0-year ban on Cup finals at the 
Heysel after 39 fans, mostly Italians, were crushed to 
death just before the European Cup final between 
Liverpool and Juventus. Other soccer matches have 


been played at the stadium since then. 

Mechelen can expectamaxhnum crowd of36^00 
under safety rules introduced after the tragedy in 
May 1985. 

Deryckerc said the dty ofBrussels had also agreed 
to fortify the stadium’s fences so tha rival fans were 

segregated. 

The match is likely to attract a large number of 
Dutch fans as several Dutch internationals play for 
the two dubs — Frank Rykaaxd and Marco van 
Basten for Milan and Graeme Rutjcs, Erwin 
Koeman, Wim Hofkens and John Bosnian for 
Mechelen. 

“It’s better to allow the Dutch fans into the 
stadium and know where they are than to have them 
loose in the streets," said Deryckerc, referring to the 
violent reputation of some Dutch supporters.

INJURED Dutch international Ruud GulHt 
is fast becoming the forgotten man of Milan 
as the resurgent European Cup holders 
prepare to host Diego Maradona’s Napoli in 
an Italian Cup semifinal first-leg tie today.

Gullit has had three lame operations since 
June but hopes to be back for the European 
Cup semifinals in April, confident that Milan 
would beat Mechelen of Belgium in the quar- 
terfinals. 

Maradona himself is doubtful for this even- 
ing’s tie after he cut his leg and needed two 
stitches when Napoli beat Fiorentiha on Sun- 
day — their first away win since September

BLOEMFONTEIN, South 
Africa, Jan 30, (Reuter): Scores 
of people were injured when 
South African police fired tear- 
gas into a church hall yesterday 
to disperse a protest rally against 
a rebel English cricket tour. 

Anti-tour committee spokes- 
man Paul Ntuli said the victims 
were caught in a stampede as 
hundreds of people tried to flee. 

He said about 80 demon- 
strators were arrested in the 
fracas in the black township of 
Mangaung near the Orange Free 
State town of Bloemfontein 
where the English players began 
a three-day match against a 
South African University XI. 

Ntuli said police had told the 
crowd that the church hall gath- 
ering was illegal and protests 
against the tour would not be 
tolerated. 

A police spokesman confirm- 
ed there had been an incident but 
declined to give details. 

Earlier yesterday about 30 
black staff staged a half-hour 
protest at the Bloemfontein hotel 
where the cricketers led by for- 
mer England captain Mike Gat- 
ting were staying. 

They called for the tour to be 
cancelled and said they would 
refuse to serve the cricketers. 
White stafT were called in to look 
after them. 

Yesterday's was the latest in a 
series of violent clashes between 
demonstrators and police which 
have soured the seven-week tour 


and cast a pafi over the reformist 
image of South African 
President F. W. de Klerk. 

Ntuli blamed South African 
Cricket Union manager ALi 
Bacher, organiser of the tour 
which defies an international 
sports boycott against the apar- 
theid republic. 

“Henas a duty to answer to the 
people of South Africa and the 
international community,” said 
Ntuli. 

Anti-tour feeling became 
inflamed before the cricketers 
landed in South Africa on Jan- 
uary 19, when protesters clashed 
with police at Johannesburg's 
Jan Smuts airport. 

Since then the team has 
become embroiled in a series of 
rows involving media coverage, 
following a comment by Gatting 
about black demonstrators at the 
rebels' opening match in the 
diamond mining town of Kim- 
berley. 

Bacher had tried to defuse 
anti-tour feeling by obtaining 
permission for the demonstra- 
tion but the protests still led to 
violent clashes with police. 

Gatting was said to be furious 
atinterpretationsputonhis com- 
ment that as far as he was con- 
cerned The demonstrators were 

“Some of the mterpretations 
placed on his remarks in British 
newspapers today are nothing 
less than a scandalous abuse of 


British fairness, journalistic 
privilege and freedom of 
speech," tour manager David 
Graven ey said in a statement. 

He pointed out that Gatting 
had on several occasions endor- 
sed the right to peaceful protest 
and said that in future he and the 
squad would refuse to answer 
questions not related directly to 
cricket. 

• Bacher won the right today for 
a second black demonstration 
against the rebel tour. 

Bacher said he had obtained 
permission from the Bloemfon- 
tein chief magistrate for a 
peaceful demonstration this 
afternoon outside the ground 
where the England rebels are 
playing a three-day match 
against a University XI. 

Hours earlier baton-wielding 
police broke up a crowd of about 
200 blacks who attempted to 
demonstrate outside the ground. 

Police were out in large num- 
bers in the nearby black town- 
ship of Mangaung turning back 
carloads of blacks driving to 
Bloemfontein at road blocks. 

“Mr Paul Ntuli of the 
National Sports Congress (NSC) 
rang me today requesting me to 
seek permission' for a peaceful 
demonstration,” Bacher said. 

“I gave assurances that we 
accept the right of people to 
demonstrate peacefully and the 
chief magistrate was very under- 
standing,” Bacher said.
